“(2) Except as mentioned in sub-rules (19) and {28) to this rule, every person, before 
being admitted as a Vakil in the High Court, shall either serve a regular clerkship to some 
Vakil of the High Court for the full period of two years, or shall serve a regular clerkship 
to some Vakil of the High Court for a period of six months and shall read in the Chambers 
of an Advocate enrolled as such, under Chapter 1(a) of the Rules of the High Court, 
Original Side, 1914, for a further period of eighteen months, unless the Court, for special 
reason, think fit to remit any portion of the periods mentioned above : 

Provided that the Vakil shall be approved by the Court before the contract is entered 
into in writing, pursuant to the rules hereinafter contained ; 

Provided also that permission shall not bo granted under this rule to any Vakil to 
entertain more than three articled clerks and to any Advocate more than three pupils, at 
one time.” , 

II. Insert the following after sub-rule (5) :— 

‘'Similarly the reading need not be in the Chambers of one and th<‘ same Advocate, 
but may be in the Chambers of different Advocates, provided that the notice mentioned 
in sub-rule [13 (1*)] is given in each case of change of Chambers, within the time 
prescribed by sub-rule [13 (o)].

1. Soopo cf thO SolMRW.— ^The scheme shall be applicable to the 
following classes of employes:— 

(а) Whole-time teachers of eobools for Enropeans and Anglo- 

Indians. 

(б) Whole-time teachers of secondary schools for Indians, whether 

managed by District Boards, Municipalities or private 
persons. 

2. tlotliire'Of the Soheme. —It will he optional for any institution 
belonging to one or other of the classes specified in rule 3 to elect to 
come under these rules, but no such institution and no teacher of any 
such institution, shall be allowed to come under these rules, until such 
time as all the teachers of such institution other than those declared 
inadmissible under rule 4 have agreed in writing to join the Government 
provident fund scheme in accordance with these rules. When a school- 
has been permitted to come under these rules, subscriptions by the 
teachers other than those excluded under rule 4 or exempted under rule 
4A shall be compulsory on existing and future members of the teaching 
staff. The number of institutions admitted under these rules will be 
limited by the amount of the annual provision for grants-in-aid made 
from time to time by the Government. 

3. Elijiibllfty of ItWCftlltlonS.—The following classes of institutions 
may exercise the option to join the scheme: — 

(«) Secondary schools in Bengal recognised by the University of 
Calcutta for the purpose of presenting candidates for the 
Matriculation Examinatiem. 

(h) Secondary schools* reOognised by the Dacca Board of Secondary 
and Intermediate Education. 

(c) Secondary schools* recognised by the Department of Education, 

Bengal. 

(d) Schools recognised under the European Schools Code. 

4. Parsons not Mfcnissiwo.—The scheme shall not be extended to— 

(a) Persons rendering pensionable service whether under Govern¬ 
ment, under local bodies, or in privately managed institu¬ 
tions. 

(h) Law lecturers practising as la-wyers. 

(c) Teachers working in an honorary, or mainly honorary, capacity, 

e.g., those hmonging to a religious order. 

(d) Teachers for whom a separate provident fund is maintained. 

(e) Persons working in educational institutions other than as hend 

fide teachers. 

(f) Persons holding temporary posts. 

(g) Teachers below 20 or over 55 years of age*. 

A person already subscribing to another provident fund maintained 
in connection with the institution in which he is -working shall not be 
allowed to subscribe to this scheme, but an existintr scheme may he 
converted into this scheme with the sanction of the Director of Public 
Instruction. The managers of schools which have provident funds of 
their own, and desire such conversion, shall apply through the control¬ 
ling authority specified in rule 7 to the Director of Public Instruction 
to have their provident funds ipui^ged iu the Government provident 
fund, and the Director may sanction such applications. The managers 
shall thereupon wind up their funds and deposit in the post office 
savings bank the amount standing to the credit of each subscriber. 

Such amounts shall thereupon become subject to these rules. 

4A. Exemptloik—^The controlling authority mentioned in rule 7 
may exempt from the operation of these rules any teacher who holds

4 teacher once admitted may remain in the scheme till the age of 60, 
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a ix>licy in a life aAsnrance Company and pays thereon as premium an 
amount equal to or in ezoess of the monthly sum payable by him as 
subscription to the Government provident fund. Such exemption will 
lie granted only so long as the said premium continues to be paid. 

B> Amount of Sl4M0rlBti0ft«-^The amount of subscription shall b. 
a percentage of 6J of a subscriber’s pay, except in the case of a sub¬ 
scriber whose pay is less than Rs. 26 a month, in which case it shall, 
if he so desires, not exceed Re. 1 a month. In the case of subscribers 
who i>ay at the rate of 6J per cent, subscription will be calculated to 
the nearest anna. Voluntary subscriptions in excess of the regular 
amount shall not be admissible. Subscriptions during leave with or 
without allowance other than casual leave or during suspension shall 
bo optional on the part of the subscriber. 

"Wben a subscriber is on reduced pay on account of absence on leave 
or for other causes, his subscription, if paid, as well as the contribution 
of the managers, shall be reckoned on the substantive pay of his post. 
No Government grant will be made in such cases for any period of 
leave in excess of one month in any one year, except that, in cases 
where a subscriber has not been on leave other than casual leave during 
a consecutive series of years, a Government grant will be made in 
respect of one month for each of these years up to a maximum of four 
at any one time. • < 

Pay for the purpose of reckoning subscriptions is substantive pay, 
and excludes recompense for special occasional services, or acting or 
I)ersonal allowances. 

The managers shall communicate to the controlling authority all 
changes affecting the pay of a subscriber under these rules. 

6. Contribution bv th« monagors assisted by Governmant.— -The 
managers shall contribute a sum equal to the teacher’s subscription. 
To assist the managers in making this contribution a monthly grant 
equal to one-half of this contribution will be sanctioned to the insti¬ 
tution hv the Education Denartment, provided the controlling authority 
specified in rule 7 is satisfied that the management of the institution 
can raise the other half from funds not derived from Government. ^ The 
managers' contribution with the subscription of the teacher will he 
paid into the subscriber’s account every month. 

Example —A 'teacher’s siibscr'ntion to the fund’ anioimtB to Rs. 6 a month. 
The managers 'will contribute a like amount and place the total aum of Ra. 10 
to the credit of the teacher’s account in the nrovident fund. Government will 
then increase the normal grant-in-aid to the school by Rs. 2-8 a month or make 
a now grant of Rs. 2-8 in respect of this subscriber. 

In no case shall the adoption of these rules involve any reduction of 
the actual monthly emoluments received by subscribers from those 
existing at the time of the adoption of these rules by the school, other 
than by the amount of the .monthly subscription of the subscriber. 

It is left to the managers concerned to decide how their share of 
the contribution shall be provided, but in the case of institutions already 
aided by Government, except where the monthly credit balance of such 
an institution after meeting all charges is already sufficient to cover 
the cost of its contributions under these rules, the extra amount required 
for the ourpose shall come out of a special levy, i.e., a special increase 
of the fees for the purpose, or from other additional revenue from 
private sources. This condition, however, shall not apply to aided 
schools which already maintain n_,provident fund to which the managers 
and the teachers each contribute equal amounts of not less than 6J per 
cent, of salary, and such schools shall be permitted by the Director to 
come under these rules without any supb specifil increase in income 
from private sources. In no case shall that half of the managers’ con¬ 
tribution which has to he found froTn their own resources be derived 
from Government in the shape of additional grant or in any other 
manner whatsoever, nor shall it be obtained by n reduction in the total 
scale of expenditure sanctioned by the Inspector of Schools as a con¬ 
dition of the grant-in-aid. 

7. ContnH af the fund.—^Subject to such rules BA may he framed 
by Government from time to time.^the controlling authority shall be— 

(a) Ihe Divisional Inspector or Circle Inspectress of Schools in 

the case of secondary schools for Indians. 

(b) The Inspector of European Schools, Bengal^ in the case of 

European schools. 
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(e) Tjbe Chairman of the Dacca Board of Secondary 4nd ilater- 
, mediate Education in the case of schools controlled by the 
Board. 

Noth. —The oontroUiriK authority referred to in these rules is the aiq;>ropriate 
authority as defined in this rule.

8< Management of the fund. — (a) The fund shall be managed by 
means of the post office savings bank system. The subscriber’s sub¬ 
scription, together with the contribution of the managers, shall be 
deposited in a post office savings bank. The following procedure shall 
be adopted. 

(b) The post office shall open individual accounts for each of the 
subscribers to the provident fund. The managers of the school shall 
arrange to have subscriptions to the fund due from the subscribers 
deducted from their salaries when they are disbursed each month and 
shall remit these amounts, together with the managers’ contributions, 
1 o the particular post dffice at which the accounts stand oi)en, accom¬ 
panied by— 

(i) the post office savings bank p^^ss books of the subscribers; and 

(ii) a list in the form given below showing in detail the amount to 

be credited to each account and the total amount of the 
deposits and refunds :—

(c) The money received in the post office shall be credited to the 
different accounts in accordance with the entries in the list and the 
postmaster, after satisfying himself that this has been done and that 
the amount of the deposit has been correctly entered in each pass book, 
shall sign the list, stamp it with the post office date stamp and return 
it with the pass books to the managers of the institutions from which 
they were receivetl. The managers shall compare the entries made in 
the pass books with the entries in the list to see that the former are 
correct. Any error that may be detected shall be brought at once to 
tile notice of the postmaster. 

{d) So far as the post office is concerned the list need not be in 
duplicate as the deposits will be entered in the usual course in the 
Post Office Savings Bank Ledger and Journals which will furnish a 
complete record of the transaction. The managers of the school shall 
furnish a true copy of the list to the controlling authority. I he con¬ 
trolling authority during his periodical visits to the schools shall audit 
the monthly list of payments into the post office savings bank with 
reference to the original pay bills or acquittance rolls and satisfy him¬ 
self that subscriptions and contributions are not received in excess or 
defect from the subscribers or managers. 

(c) Deposits will ordinarily be made monthly before the 16th of 
the month. In exceptional circumstances, however, deposits may be 
'made at any time and as often as d^irable, so that if owing to the 
temporary absence of a subscriber or for any other cause the subscrip¬ 
tion of and the contribution on behalf of one or more sttbsoribers 
cannot be deposited at the same time as the other deposits, they can 
be deposited singly or collectively at a later date, « separate list being 
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sent along with the |)aas book in the manner already described. The 
provisions of sub-sections (c)' and (d) will apply to sucL supplementary 
lists. 

(/*) When a pass book is used up, and a fresh pass book issued, a 
subscriber should apply to the postal authorities, through the managers 
of his institution, for the return of his used up pass book and it should 
be forwarded to the controlling authority when received for record and 
production when the account is finally closed. 

(p) When a subscriber leaves one schpol and obtains employment 
in another and the Government provident fund scheme applies to both 
schools, the controlling authority of the school which he has left shall 
sanction the transfer of his account less any deductions peimissible 
under rule 11 to the post office at wliich the accounts of the school 
which he has joined stand open. Any deductions made in accordance 
with rule 11 shall be credited to Government in the Treasury or to 
the management in accordance with the provisions of rule 11. 

The controlling authority shall maintain a register in the form 
prescribed in Appendix C of the transfer of accounts sanctioned by him. 
The managers of a school shall • furnish every subscriber who leaves 
the school with a certificate, which shall bear the counter.signature of 
the controlling author!ty^ specifying the period for which subscriptions 
to the fund were made by the iubscriber and contributions by the 
management on his behalf. 

(/t) If a teacher in an institution with its own provident fund joins 
an institution to which the Government scheme applies, the amount 
at his credit may at his option, with the approval of the controlling 
authority, be placed in the fund to his credit in such new institution. 
In the event of the resignation of a subscriber from an institution to 
which the Government provident fund scheme applies, and his accept¬ 
ance of a post in a school possessing its own fund, such sum as may 
be to the credit of the subscriber may, by private arrangement between 
the subscriber and his new school managers, be made over to the pro¬ 
vident fund of the new school; but Government can accept no responsi¬ 
bility in the matter, and the provisions of rule 11 (/") will apply to such 
(ruses. 

(f) Subscribers under these rules on whose behalf accounts arc 
opened under the provisions of this scheme are not deprived of their 
right to open ordinary private accounts in the ixist office savings bank. 
The limits to annual and maximum deposits and to the amount on which 
interest may be calculated in the case of ordinary accounts in the post 
o'ffice savings bank do not apply to accounts opened under these rules. 
The officer to whom certain specified powers may be delegated under 
section 45A (c) of the Post Office Buies for Teachers’ Provident Fund 
accounts is, for the purpose of the present rules, the appropriate 
controlling authority specified in rule 7. 

(y) A register shall be maintained by all schools which join the 
Government provident fund in the form prescribed in Appendix C. 

(i) The savings bank account shall be* closed at the time the 
depositor retires or is permitted to withdraw in accordance with- these 
rules. Whenever a subscriber wishes to withdraw from the fund he 
shall submit an application to the controlling authority, through the 
managers of the schocil, giving his reasons therefor. In cases where 
the controlling authority decides that the subscriber is entitled to the 
full sum at credit, that authority shall sanction the closure of the 
account and issue a certificate to the effect that the subscriber has 
quitted the fund in circumstances which give him a title to the full 
amount standing to his credit in the pass book. The postmaster shall 
thereupon close the account in the Savings Bank pass book, and, on 
receipt of an application for withdrawal signed by the subscriber and 
endorsed in favour of the school clerk or peon or other person authorised 
by the managers of the school, pay the latter on behalf of the subscriber 
the total amount standing to his credit. The managers of the school 
shall, after receiving the amount from the post office, disburse it to the 
subscriber cioncerned on acquittance rolls which shall be filed in the 
school, an attested copy being forwarded immediately to the controlling 
authority for information. In cases where the controlling authority 
decides that a subscriber who has applied for permission to withdraw 
from the fund is entitled to less than the total sum At his credit, he 
shall issue a certificate accordingly, sanction the closure of the account, 
and instruct the postmaster to pay the maniwers of the school the 
sum declared by him to be due to the subscriTOr and the postmaster 
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shall, on receipt of an application for withdrawal signed hy the sub¬ 
scribes and^endorsed in favour of the clerk or peon or other person 
authorised by the managers of the school, pay the latter the sum due to 
the subscriber’s credit. The managers shall, after receiving the 
amount, pay the subscriber the amount due to him, as decided by the 
controlling authority. , All applications to the postmaster to close the 
account must be supported by the controlling authority’s order in 
original, which should specify the actual amount allowed to he with¬ 
drawn. The balance of the account, forfeited by the subscriber under 
the orders of the controlling authority, shall be drawn under the order 
of the controlling authority by the managers, less the sum due to be 
paid into the Treasury under the note to rule 11, which shall be drawn 
by the controlling authority and credited to the Treasury. The mana¬ 
gers, on receipt of their share of the balance, shall credit it to the school 
funds or to such school fund as they shall think fit, and therepuon send 
a formal acknowledgment of receipt to the controlling authority, who 
will file the receipt in bis ofiBce. The controlling authority shall main¬ 
tain a register in flie form prescribed in Appendix D of closures of 
accounts sanctioned by him. 

The procedure prescribed in this clause shall apply mutatia mutanMa 
to payments made on the sanction of the controlling authority on the 
death of the subscriber. The controlling authority shall maintain a 
register in the form prescribed in Appendix F for these payments. 

(Z) The pass books issued by the post offices on behalf of the 
subscribers shall be in the custody of the managers of the school, who 
will annually appoint one of their members to keep custody of the pass 
books and act on their behalf in the management of the fund. The 
name of the manager selected shall be notified annually to the con¬ 
trolling authority as also shall all changes immediately upon their 
taking place. Every subscriber shall, once in each official year, be 
permitted to look into his account to satisfy himself as to its correctness 
and shall sign a certificate in token of his acceptance thereof. The 
certificates obtained under this rule shall be forwarded to the controlling 
authority for check and record in his office. 

(m) If the managers of a school allow their own contribution or 
the subscription of a subscriber employed by them who has joined the 
fund to fall into arrears, the controlling authority may take such steps 
to enforce payment as he may deem necessary and are within his power. 
Failing all other measures, the fund shall be closed and the scbool 
excluded from the scheme. 

(n) When a school belonging to the fund ceases to exist, or is 
excluded from or leaves the fund, steps shall be taken to close, or in 
cases covered by clause {^') of this, rule, to transfer, each individual 
account. The provisions of rule 11(c) shall be regarded as applying 
to all cases which are not capable of being brought under clause {g) 
above. Schools excluded from or leaving the fund shall be ineligible 
for readmission for a period of five years. When for any reasons the 
controlling authority considers it essential in the interests of the sub¬ 
scribers, he shall have power to direc't that the postmaster pay the sum 
due on all or any of the accounts to such person or persons other 
than the managers as he may select for distribution in accordance with 
the rules of the fund. 

(o) Every suhscriher on joining the fund shall sign a certificate in 
the form given in Appendix A in token of acceptance of the rules. 
These certificates shall be filed with the managers of the institutions 
concerned. 

9. The Roisters to be keiit by the manasere of lnstitutloiu.-;The 

following registers shall be maintained by managers of institutions, 
the employes of which contribute to the fund: — 

(a) A card catalogue register in the form prescribed in Appendix 
B showing the names of subscrihers to the fund. 

(1) A register in the form prescribed in Appendix E showing the 
advances sanctioned from the fund and their refund. 

(e) A register in the form prescribed in Appendix C showing the 
transfer of accounts sanctioned by the controUmg authority 
of subscribers who have left the school, and the certificates 
issued to them of the amounts due to them in the fund. 

(d) A register in the form prescribed in Appendix D showing tlie 

names of the subscribers whose accounts have been closed. 

(e) A register in the form prescribed in Appendix F showing the 

payments made on the death of a subscriber.

The deposits in the post oMce savings bank account ot each ^b- 
scriber may, as they accmnulate, be Juvestedstbrongb tbe post omce 
iu short-teTin loans ot other securities of tbe^ Qovemmeiit Of Inaia, ID 
the manner prescribed for such investments in tbe Post Office Savings 
Bank Pules. The securities in such cases shall be left in tbe custody 
oi the Accountant-General, Posts and Telegraphs, who will, under rule 
49 of the Savings Bank Eules, draw the interest due and advise the 
post office concerned to credit ,the amount in the investor’s account. 


When any subscriber has conscientious or religious objections to 
the receipt of interest, tbe manager will notify tbe post office at which 
the account stands open and interest will thereupon not bo credited. 


11. Wlth<lr«w«r of Deposits .—The total sum at the credit of a 
subscriber shall be payable to him on his leaving the service of the 
inanagers of the institution, in which he is employed, subject to the 
right of the managers, with the sanction of the controlling authority, 
to deduct therefrom any sum due to tbe managers, provided that the 
total sum deducted shall not exceed the total of the managers’ con¬ 
tributions credited to his account an^^ provided that— 

(а) A subscriber who resigns his post within less than two years 

after his admission to these rules will receive, subject to 
the provisions of clause (f) of this rule, his own subscrip¬ 
tions and the complete accrued interest of the fund, and 
with the sanction of the controlling authority, given for good 
reason, the contributions of the management. 

(б) A subscriber who resigns his post in a school admitted to the 

Government provffient fund scheme, within less than two 
years of his appointment to that post, will receive, subject 
to the provisions of clause (f) of this rule, his own subscrip¬ 
tions, the complete accrued interest of the fund, and the 
managers’ contributions, if any, prior to his appointment 
to that post, and with the sanction of the controlling 
authority, given for gc»d reasons on the proposal of the 
managers, the contributions of the managers subsequent to 
his appointment to the post above mentioned. The mana¬ 
gers shall have futl authority to decline to make the proposal 
in cases where less than two years’ service has been given 
by the subscriber to their institution, though the managers 
are permitted to suggest that a shorter period of seiwice than 
two years sKall qualify for the managers’ contributions, 
when service, though short, has been of value to the school. 

(c) If a subscriber is permanently disabled or invalided, he will 

ordinarily receive his subscriptions, the managers’ contribu¬ 
tions, and the whole of the accrued interest at whatever 
stage of his service he is disabled or invalided. The mana¬ 
gers’ contributions for the preceding two years may, with the 
sanction of the controlling authority, be withheld in a case 
where a subscriber has been incapacitated through his own 
fault. 

(d) If a subscriber is dismissed or removed from service on grounds 

regarded as reasonable by the controlling authority, the 
managers’ contributions for a period not exceeding two 
years may be withheld at the discretion of the controlling 
authority. Such a subscriber will receive his own subscrip¬ 
tions, the balance of the managers’ contributions and the 
complete accrued interest of the fund. 

(e) If the services of a subscriber are dispensed with for no fault 

of his own, he shall, with the sanction of the controlling 
authority, receive the total sum to his credit, including the 
managers’ contributions and the interest accrued, or if he 
seeks re-employment in a school which has been admitted 
to the fund, may continue to participate in the scheme with¬ 
out subscription until the date of re-employment, provided 
the period of unemployment does not exceed one year. 

(f) If a subscriber resigns his post in an institution to which these 

rules apply for ^e specific purpose of accepting a post to 
which he has been appoint^ in an institution which has 
not been admitted to the Government provident fund scheme, 
or which has a provident fund not working under those 
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rules, he may, with the sanction of tiiie controUistg aottiorilby, 

/ rec^ye the sum found to be due to Mm under thttse rules, 

• but if he resigns his post without having been ajjpoiiited 
to any other post, he shall continue to participate in the 
scheme without subscription or contribution, until he obtains 
employment either in an institution working under these 
rales, in which case his account shall be transferred to such 
institution subject to the provisions of rule 8 (p), or in an 
institution not working under these rales, in which case 
his account shall be closed and be shall be entitled to 
receive the suin found due to him under these rules; provided 
that such participation without subscription or contribution 
shaU not extend beyond one year, at the close of which 
period the account shall be closed and the subscriber shall 
be entitled to receive the sum found due to him under these 
rules; and provided also that if the subscriber is fifty or 
more years of age, and the controlling authority is satisfied 
that he is retiring from the teaching profession, he shall 
sanction the payment to him of the amount due in accord¬ 
ance with these rules, without postponement. 

• 

N.B .—In all esses where the ciontribntions of the Managers are withhold under 
Clauses (a), (h), (c) and (d.) of this rule, half the amount withheld shall he paid 
under tho orders of the controlling nuthority to the managers and half shall be 
paid by the controlling authority to the credit of Government in the Treasury, 

12. Payment on the death of a subsoriber. — (a) On the death of 
any subsoriber,the managers shall, with the sanction of the controlling 
authority, pay to the subscriber’s nominee, or person producing probate 
or letters of administration or succession certificate, as laid down in 
clauses (e), (d) and (e) of this rule, the total sum of money that was 
at the credit of the svabscriher. subject to the right of the managers, 
with the sanction of the controlling authority to deduct therefrom any 
sum or sums due to the managers, provided that the total amount of 
such deductions shall not exceed the total of the managers’ contribu- 
iions credited to the account of the subscriber. 

tfe) Every subscriber shall be permitted to nominate a dependant 
nr dependants to whom the whole or part of the amount standing at 
his credit shall he payable in the event of his death. But if the nominee 
is a minor, the subscriber shall, at the time of nomination, also appoint 
a person of full age to whom, in the event of the subscriber dyincr 
before the minor nominee attains his majority, the amount standing 
at the subscriber’s credit is to be paid on behalf of the minor nominee. 

(f) All nominations must be in writing signed by the subscriber 
and attested by two witnesses and must be sent to the managers. The 
nominee named in any such written nomination received bv the mana¬ 
gers shall he and remain fully entitled to receive and give discharge 
for such amount as the subscriber has nominated him to receive from 
the sum at his credit until the nominee’s decease, or until his nomina¬ 
tion has been modified or revoked as hereinafter mentioned. A nomi¬ 
nation once made in writing and received bv the managers as aforesaid 
can only be modified or revoked when a modified nomination in writing, 
or the nomination in writing of a fresh nominee, or the complete 
cancellation of a previous nomination or nominations under the hand 
of the subscriber and attested by two witnesses, has been made and 
duly received by the managers. 

{d) In case any subscriber shall die and at his death has not nomi¬ 
nated, or has failed in the rase of a minor nominee or nominees duly 
to appoint a person or persons of full age, and any moneys or the 
balance of any moneys not disposed of by nomination does not exceed 
Bs. 6,000, inclusive of interest, standing at his credit, and probate of 
will or letters of administration or succession certificates be not pro¬ 
duced to the managers, or if notice in writing of the existence of a 
will and intention to prove the same, or to take out letters of adminis¬ 
tration or to obtain a succession certificate, be not given to the managers 
within the period of one month from the death of such subscriber, or 
if such notice be given but such will be not proved, or letters of adminis¬ 
tration be not taken out or succession certificate obtained, and the 

probate or letters of administration or succession certificate (as the 

case may be) produced to the managers within the period of six months 
from the death of the subscriber, tho managers, after the period of 
one or six months, as the case may be, may, with the sanction of the 

ooutiolling authority, pay such money to any person aj^earing to 

tiiem to be entitled to receive them according to the Provident Funds 
Act No, XIX of 1926. 
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(e) In case any subscriber shall die, and, at his death, has not 
nominated, or has failed in the case of a minor nomiijee or nomiBOM 
duly to ai^int a person or persons of full age, and any moneys or^toe 
balance of any moneys not disposed of by nominations exceed Its. o,UW, 
such money shall be paid to tlie executor or administrator only on the 
production to the manaffers of the probate, of the will or letters of 
administration or succession certificate of the estate or effects of such 
subscriber. 

13. Withdrawal of advances, —(/) A pruportion of the total deposit 
not exceeding four months’ pay of a subscriber may, with the sanction 
of the controlling authority, be allowed to be withdrawn in cases of 
ui-gent necessity when the" deposit has reached a sum of not less than 
one year’s pay and the pecuniary circumstances of the subscriber are 
such that the indulgence is necessary. The following are cited as 
examples of occasions on which the grant of adrances may be con¬ 
sidered :— 

(а) To pay expenses incurred in connection with the illness of a 

subscriber or of a member of his family. 

(б) To pay expenses in connection with marriages, funerals or 

ceremonies which by the leligion of the subscriber it is 
incumbent upon him to perform and in connection with 
which it is obligatory that expenditure should be incurred. 

Advances though not oonfinea'rigidly to the objects laid down in 
clauses (a) and (b) above will be made with due regard to the principle 
expressed in clause (i) of this rule as illustrated by the fpregoing 
examples. 

fn) In determining the advance to bo sanctioned, regard shall be 
paid to the amount lying at the credit of the subscriber. The amount 
of the advance should be a sum expressed in whole rupees, and should 
be so fixed as to allow of the monthly instalments fixed under rule 13 
being also iu whole rupees, the advance applied for being raised or 
reduced if necessary to enable the instalment to be so fixed. 

(m) When one advance has already been granted to a subscriber 
a subsequent advance shall not be granted to him, except for strong 
reasons to be recorded in writing by the controlling authority until 
at least twelve months have elapsed since the complete repayment of 
the last advance taken. 

(■iv) Applications for the withdrawal of any advance sanctioned shall 
be signed by the subscriber and duly endorsed in favour of the clerk 
or peon or other person authorised by the managers of the institution 
and must be supported by the controlling authority’s sanction in the 
original. The manager of the institution shall, after receiving the 
money, disburse it to the subscriber concerned on acquittance rolls. 

(v) Controlling authorities shall maintain a register in the form 
prescribed in Appendix B of advances sanctioned by them. 

(t’i) No fresh advance from the fund shall be .sanctioned if there i.s 
any balance still to be refunded out of any advance already drawn from 
the fund. 

14. Recovery of advanoes,— The following procedure for the 
recovery of advances shall be observed : -— 

(a) Advances shall be made recoverable, at the discretion of the 

(!ontrolling authority, in not less than twelve instalments qr 
more than twenty-four. A subscriber may, however, at his 
option, make repayment subsequently in less than twelve 
instalments or may repay two or more instalments at the 
. same time. 

(b) Becoveries shall be made monthly, commencing from the first 

payment of a full month’s salary after the advance is 
granted, but no recovery shall be made from a subscriber 
while he is on leave of any kind, except leave (or vacation) 
on full pay. 

(c) The instalments shall be paid by compulsory deductions from 

salary and shall be in addition to the usual subscription. 

(d) When an advance is repayable in 12 instalments, an additional 

instalment, representing interest, and equivalent to 4 per 
cent, of the amount of the advance shall be paid in the 
month following that in which the last instalment is paid. 
Similarly, two additional instalments representing interest, 
each equivalent to 4 per cent, of the total amount of the 
advance shall be paid when the advance is repayable in 
more than 12 instuments. 
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I& f*rot«etion 01 0«[^lts. — (i) a deposit in the 0o<«^hle]it 
provident fund shall not in any way be capable of bein^ AMsigned or 
charged and shall not be liable to attachment under any decree or order 
of any civil, revenue or criminal court in respect of any debt or liability 
incurred by the subscriber, and neither the Official Assignee nor any 
Receiver appointed under the Provincial Insolvency Act, 1920, shall be 
entitled to, or have any claim on, any such deposit. 

(ii) Any sum standing to the credit of any subscriber to the fund 
at the time of his decease and payable under these rules to any depend* 
ant of the subscriber, or to such person as may be authorised by law 
to receive payment on his behalf, shall, subject to any deduction autho¬ 
rised by these rules and, save where the dependant is the widow or child 
of the subscriber, subject also to the ri^ts of an assignee under an 
assignment made before the commencement of the Provident Funds 
Act, 1925 (XIX of 1925, as amended by Act XXVIII of 19^), vest 
in the dependant, and shall, subject as aforesaid, be free from any 
debt or other liability incurred by the deceased or incurred by the 
dependant before the death of the subscriber. 

Notes. —“ Dependant ’’ means any of the following relatives of a deceased subs¬ 
criber to the Government provident fund, namely, a wife, husband, parent, child, 
minor brother, unmarried sister and *a deceased son’s widow and' child, and, 
where no parent of the subscriber is alive, a paternal grand-parent. 


18. The decision of the Director of Public Instruction on all ques¬ 
tions arising out of these rules shall be final. 

17. These rules may at any time be modified by the Local Govern¬ 
ment.

Pott crflioe Rules relating to Teaehere' Provident Fund Aooounts. 

^A. («) Where a^provideiit fund for teachers in non-pensionable 

service is established by a Local Government or Administration, indi¬ 
vidual acsoounts will be opened by the post office for all teachers who 
are permitted to contribute to such fund. The deposits in such accounts 
will comprise contributions made by the teachers as well as by the 
management of the schools where they are employed. 

Note. —A teacher for whom a provident fund account has heen opened will not 
be debarred from opening an ordinary private account in his own name. 

(h) The annual limit of Its. 750 and the maximum limit of Rs. 6,000 
for deposits, as well as the maxinuiiu limit of lls. 5,000 for calculation 
of interest, do not apply to accounts opened under this rule. 

(р) The withdrawal of the balance <jr any part of it or the transfer 
of the ac(!ount to another po.st office is not allowed without the sanction 
of the Ijocal Government or Administration or the officer to whom such 
power may be delegated. 

Note 1. —When the balance at credit of such iin account lapses according to 
the rules of the fund, it may bo withdrawn either wholly or in part by the Local 
(I'overnniont or Administration or the officer to whom such power may ho d'elegated. 
The l.oc'al Oovoniment or Administration or the officer to wJiom sucli power may 
he delegated may also withdraw the total balance at credit of such accounts of 
a school when the school censes to exist and is thus excluded from the fund or 
when for any other reason such a course appears necessary. 

Note 2.—In cases in which a teacher is debarred, in accordance with the rules 
of the fund from receiving the portion of the deposit which is made up of the 
contribution of the management, tJie inanngor will bo allowed to withdraw the 
amount coneernod under the orders of the Local Government or Administration 
or the officer to whom such power may be delegated. 

{(t) In the form of declaration which every teacher will bo required 
to sign, the words “ I further declare that I have no account opened 
by me on my own behalf at any post office savings bank ” should be 
scored through in tlie case of accounts opened under this rule. 

(с) The prohibition against the deposit and withdrawal of sums 

containing a fraction of an anna does not apply to accounts opened 
under this rule. , 

(/) Interest on an account opened under this nale ceases to accrue 
from the first day of the month in which the order for final withdrawal 
of the balance at credit is issued by the authority concerned.

An, Act to amend and consolidate the law relating to 
Governanent and other Provident Funds. 


Whereas it is expedient to amend and consolidate 
the law relating to Government and other provident 
funds; It is hereby enacted as follows : — 


Short title, 
extent and 
commencement. 


1. (i) This Act may be culled the Provident Funds 

Act, 1926. 

(2) It extends to the whole of Biutish India, includ¬ 
ing British Baluchistan. 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the 
Governor-General in Council may, by notification in the 
Gazette of India, appoint. 
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Definitions. 


2. In this Act, unless! there is anything repugnant 
in the subject or context,— , 

(а) “ compulsory deposit ” means a subscription to, 

or deposit in, a provident fund which, under 
the rules of the fund, is not, until the 
happening of some specified contingency 
repayable on demand otherwise than for the 
purpose of the payment of premia in_ respect 
of a policy of life insurance, and includes 
any contribution credited in respect of any 
such subscription or deposit and any inter¬ 
est or increment which has accrued under 
the rules of the fund on any such subscrip¬ 
tion, deposit or contribution, and also any 
such subscription, deposit, contribution, 
interest or increment remaining to the credit 
of the subscriber or depositor after the 
happening of any such contingency; 

(б) “ contribution ” mean.s any amount credited 

in a provident fund, by *[any authority 
administering the fund], by way of addi¬ 
tion to, or otheiwise in respect of, a sub¬ 
scription to, or depcAit in, the fund; and 
“ contributory provident fund ” means a 
provident fund the rules of which provide 
for the crediting of contributions; 

I'c) “dependant” means any of the following 
relatives of a deceased subscriber to, or a 
depositor in, a provident fund, namely, a 
wife, husband, parent, child, minor brother, 
unmaiTied sister and a deceased son’s widow 
and child, and, where no parent of t^e 
subscriber or depositor is alive, a paternal 
grand-parent;

(11) (a) Applications for licenses for sale of foreign liquor, country spirit, tari, 
pachwai, ganja, bhang and charas in any place where no such license already exists shall 
be addressed to the “ Collector of the district ”. No such application received before the 
1st April or after the 1st September in each year shall be considered. 

(&) The Superintendent of Excise shall have proper enqiiiries made regarding the 
necessity or otherwise for any new licenses duly applied for under sub-rule (a) from the 
point of view of genuine local demand, if any, and the absence or otherwise of any local 
facilities for obtaining the article for which the license is required. He shall submit 
copies of the applications, together with his observations thereon, to the Board by the 1st 
October each y ear, 

(c) The Board shall consider all such applications in a meeting to be convened on 
or before the 20th October each year, and decide what new licenses they propose to 
grant after considering the applications and the observations of the Superintendent 
of Excise.

Ragulations for the recruitment in India for the Meohanical Engineering, Transporta¬ 
tion (Power), Eleotrioai Engineering and Signal Engineering Departments of the 
Superior Revenue Establishment of State Railways. 

PART I.^IENERAL. 

1 The permanent establishment of the Mechanical Engineering Transportation 
(Power) Electrical Engineering and Signal Engineering Departments of the Superior 
Revenue Establishment of State Railways is recruited from the following sources: — 

(1) Persons of non-Asiatic domicile appointed by the Secretary of State by 
selection from the United Kingdom. 

12) Persons of Indian domicile appointed in India by the Government of India 
under these regulations. 

(а) Mechanical Engineering and Transportation (Power) Departments 

—by selection. 

(б) Electrical Engineering Department—in equal proportion by the 

two following methods: — 

(i) By selection. 

(it) On the results of a competitive examination held in India. 

ic) Signal Engineering Department—^in the results of a competitive 
ozamination hero in India. 
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(fi) Vromoiion of specially qualified auhordinatea of the department concerned. 

(4) OccttsionaZ admhsion of other qvnAi&ed peraom. 

Sfyis _These rcKulatiouH provide for periods of training to persons appointed in India, vide 

Appendices 1 to Until apprentices recruited lutder theas regulations become fully qualified 

requirements of the departments will be met by rw^itiuent under clauses (3) and (4) and by 
rec^riiitment of persons of non-Asiatic or Indian domicile by the Secretary of State by selection in 
the United Kingdom. 

2. The final selection of candidates for appointment by selection will be made 
on the recommendation of the Public Service Commission, and on] 5 ' candidates selected 
by li(K*al Selection Committees will be permitted tji appear at the competitive exami¬ 
nation. Begulations prescribing the quiilifications of candidates, methods of 
preliminary selection and the mles for the examination are detailed in Part II of 
these Regulations. 

3. Prom the lists prepared by the Public Service Commission (vide Jttefplatious 

27 and 37) of candidates who have in the opinion of the Commission attained the 
qualifying standard, ctmdidates, to the extent of twice the number of vacancies to be 
filled, will be appointed as special class apprenti«!es (see Regulation 4 below) provided 
that the Government of India are sati.sned that they are duly qualified in other 
respects. • 

Should any selected candidate become disqualified the Government of India will 
determine whether the vai-ancy thus created shall be filled or not. 

Note 1. —Appointments will be made separately from the two lists, vig., 

(i) list of candidates for the Mechanical Engineering and Transportation (Power) Depart¬ 

ments and candidates for appointment by selection to the Electrical Engineering 

Department; 

(ii) list of candidates for the Electrical Engineering and Signal Engineering Departments 

by competitive examination. 

Note 2. —Apprentices appointed froth the list referred to in clause (i) of Note 1 will be allotted 
to the Mechanical Engineering, Transportation (Power), or Electrical Engineering Department at 
the discreiion of (Government, but so tar as it is practieoble an apprentice will be allotted to the 
department for which he expressed his preference on his application. 

Note 3.—Apprentices appointed from the list referred to in clause (ii) of Note I will be 
allotted to the Electrical Engineering or Signal Engineering Department at the discretion of 
Government, but so far as it is practicable an apprentice will be allotted to tlie department for 
which lie expressed his preference on his application. 

4. (a) Of the total number of apprenticei( to be appointed by selection to the 
Mechanical Engineering, Transportation (Power), and Electrical Engineering Depart¬ 
ments, two-thirds will be selected in the strict order of merit awarded by the Public 
Service ConimiiMion, provided that pumber of candidates is declared bv the Commis¬ 
sion as properly quedified for selection. The remaining one-third will be reserved by 
the Government of India to redre.ss, so far as may be necessary, marked communal 
inequalities, and any apjpointments, which it may be necessary to make on these 
grounds, shall be made by the Governor General in Council, after <‘onsultation with 
the Public Sei-vice Commission, by direct nomination from among candidates who have 
been declared by the Commission to have attained the qualifying standard. Such 
valiancies among one-third reserved as may not be required for the redress of com¬ 
munal inequalities, or for which duly qualified candidates may not be forthcoming, 
shall be filled in the direct order of "merit awarded to the candidates by the Public 
Service Commission. 

(b) Apprentices to be appointed to the Signal Engineering Department and the 
Electrical Engineering Department on the results of the competitive examination will 
be selected in the direct order of merit awarded by the Public Seirice Commission 
provided that number is declared by the Commission as properly qualified for selection. 

5. Candidates selected os special class apprentices shall be required to undergo 
practical and theoretical training. For the periods and courses of training, and terms 
and conditions of apprenticeship see Appenifices I to IV. 

Note. —The Governinemt of India may at their discretion alter or modify the periods and 
courses of training. 

6. On the successful termination of the apprenticeship, apprentices, not less than 
the number of vacancies against which they were originally selected, will be appointed 
as probationers on an agreement for three years in the first instance, and will during 
the period of probation draw pay as shown below:—

Mechaniral h/ngineering, Transportation (Power) and Electrical Engineering Depart* 
ments, who are favourably reported on, shall be required to undergo a final practical 
departm^tal and will, if successful, be confirmed in the Mechanical Engineering, 
Jransportation (lower) or Electrical Engineering Department, as the case may be, 
of we Superior Revenue Establishment of State Railways, on a pay of Rs, 525. On 
confirmation their agreement will be continued, 'Subject to their service being terminable 
on SIX months' notice on either side. 

QP satisfactory conclusion of the training in the United Kingdom, Signal 
Engineering pivibationers will be confirmed in the Signal Engineering Department on 
u pa^ of Rs. _475._ The confirmation will have effect from the date on which the three' 
years’ probation is completed or the date on which the practical training is completed 
whichever is later. On confirmation their agreements will be continued, subject to 
their service being terminated on six months’ notice on either side. 


Notb 1.—Successful Signal Engineering probationers will be granted a free first class passage 
back to India and full Indian pay for the period of the voyage. 

Note 2.—Signal Et^ineering probationers, who do not satisfactorily complete the practical 
training in the tfnited Kingdom, will be discharged from service. One month’s notice of discharge 
will be issued along with the intimation that the probationer has been unsuccessful. They may 
be granted a free second class passage back to India, provided they embark for India within 8 
months from the date of intimation that they have been unsuccessful. 


9. Pi-obationers in all departments will be required to pass a language examina¬ 
tion in l^rdu by the preliminary standard, modified to suit the requirements of the 
Railways, before they can be confirmed or granted* any increment, beyond the first, 
during the period of probation. Probationers, whose vernacular is Urdu, may be 
exempted fi-om passing the language examination. Failure to pass the examination 
within the probationary period involves liability to removal from service. 


10. Officers of the Mechanical Engineering, Transportation (Power), Electrical 
Engineering and Signal Engineering Departments, including probationers appointed 
under l^gulation 6, w'ill not be entitled to pension on imitting the service, but will be 
eligible throughout their service for the benefits of the State Railway Provident Fund, 
to which they will be required to subscribe, and by the rules of which they will be 
required to abide. They will also be eligible for gratuities for good, efficient, faithful 
and continuouH service, A 8uuiiiiai*y of the benents of ^ the State Railway Provident 
Fund and the Gratuity Rules will be found in Appendix V. 

11. Pay as probationer will, in the case of the Mechanical Engineering, Transpor- 
tution (Power) and Electrical Engineering Departments, commence from the date of 
landing in India on return from the United Kingdom after iwmpletion of training. 
Pay as iirobationer in the Signal Engineering Department will commence from the 
date of joining service in India on completion of apprenticeship. Sei-vice for mere- 
ment will also count from the same dales. 


Particulars as to pay are contained in Appendix VI. 

12 Leave Rules applicable to officers of State Railways are under- revision. 
Officer^ recruited under tliese regulations will, pending the revision of the rales, be 
entitled to leave under the existing rules, but the revised rules will apply to them 
when they are brought into force. 

13 Officers will ordinarily be employed throughout their service on the Railway 
to which they may be po.sted on first appointment as probationer, and will have no 
claim, a. a rJatter^of right, to ti-ansfer to some 

of In^ia reserve the right to transfer such officers, m the exigencies of service, to any 
other Railway or project in or out of India. 

14. The Government of India reserve the right of assigninff, to the officers pro- 
rnowT from the subordinate ranks and to those appointed under Regulation 1 (4), 
positions in the seniority list at their discretion.

Rulos of ExamiiMtion. 


A.— Oenbral. • 

15. Every candidate must be a male who is either (i) a British subject of ludiau 
domicile, who was, and whose father and mother were, bom within His Majesty’s 
dominions and allegiance, or (ii) a British subject of Indian ^domicile whose father 
was at the time of the candidate’s birth and still is (or if dead, continued until his 
death to be) a British subject or a subject of a State in India, or (iii) a ruler or a 
subject of a State in respect of whom the Governor General in Council has made a 
declaration under Section 96A of the Government of India Act. 

16. (1) Every candidate shall make application before such date and in such 
form as the Governor General in Council may direct. The application ^hall be made 
to the authority of the area in which his parents reside at the time of his application 
or have previously resided for a period of not less than 3 years or in which he has 
himself resided (otherwise than as a student at a school or University, only), for a 
like period. 

(2) The application shall be made, if based on residence in a Governor’s province, 
to the Chief Sroretary of that province, if based on residence in Coorg, the N.-W. F. P., 
Delhi, Ajmer-Merwara or British Baluclustan to the Chief Commissioner concerned, 
and if based on residence in a State in India to the Political Officer or Agent through 
the Darbar. 

(3) Ho candidate shall make more than one application in any year. 

17. No recommendations except those imnteA in the Form of Application will he 
taken into consideration. Any attempt on the part of a candicMte to obtain support 
for his application by other means may disqualify him for appointment. 

18. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health and free from any 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient performance of his duties as a 
member of the Railway Services. 

19. A candidate must satisfy the Public Service Commission that his character 
is such as to qualify him for employment in the Railway Services. 


B.— Appointment by sei.ection to the Mecdanicae Eng.inbeking, Transpoktation 
(Power) and Elbcthtcajl Engineering Departments. 

20. Candidates for appointment by selection as special class apprentices in the 
Mechanical Engineering, Transportation (Power) and the Electrical Engineering 
Departments must be under 19 years of age on the first day of January of the year 
in which the selection is made. 

21. Candidates must have passed the inteimediate Examination in Arts, Science 
or Engineering of any Indian University approved by the Governor General in Council 
or the Cambridge Higher School Certificate Examination or the Higher Difiloma 
Examination of the Mayo College, Ajmer. 

22. There will be a preliminary selection of <-andidutcs by a local Selection 
Committee in order to determine what candidates -should be considered by the Public 
Service Commission. The total number of candidates selected by all tne Selection 
Committees shall not exceed 10 for each vacancy to be filled. 

Notis 1.—Tho vacancies in the Mechanical Engineering and Transportation (Power) Depart¬ 
ments, and those in the Electrical Engineering Department to be filled by this meihM win he 
added together for the purpose of this rule. 

Notb 2.—^The vacancies referred to in this rule are the actual vacancies in the departments 
and not the number of special class apprentices to be appointed which will be double the number 
of the vacancies {vide Begulatiou 3). 

23. The percentage of candidates to be drawn from each of the areas specified 
in the following table shall not exceed the number shown against it.

A list of candidates selected by the selection committee and who have satisfied 
the medical board, together with their application forms shall lie sent by the authority 
appointing the selection committee to the Public Service Commission, with such, 
observations as they may desire to make. 


Note. —The medical board will be constituted by the authority appointing the selection com¬ 
mittee, and will include one Railway IVledical Oflicer nominated by the Railway Board. 

27. The Public Service Commission .shall interview the candidates whose names 
have been forwarded to them under Regulation 26, and shall place the candidates, 
whom they consider as (jualified for appointment, on a list in order of merit.

28. Candidates for appointment to the Electrical Kngineering and Signal 
Engineering Departments by the competitive examination must be under 24 years of 
age on the first day of August in the year in which they are selected for :idnus.sion to 
the examination.

General in Council may direct. 

33. The standard and syllabus of the examinations shall be such as the Public 

Service Commission preecribe, and the Commission shall, if they think it desirable, 
determine what shall be the qualifying marks in all or any of the subjects of exami¬ 
nation. . 

34. From the marks assigned to candidates in each subject such deduction shall 
be made as the Public Service Commission may consider necessary in order to secure 
that no credit is allowed for merely superficial knowledge. 

35. If a candidate's handwriting is not. easily legible a deduction will he made 
on this account from the total marks othervnse accruing to him. 

36. Credit will be given for good English including orderly, effective and exact 
expression combined with due economy of words in all subjects of the examination 
and not only in subjects which are specially devoted to English. 

37. A list of competitors who are considered by the Public Service Commission 
as having kttained the qualifying standard shall be made out in order of merit as 
disclosed bj' the aggregate marks finally awarded to each competitor at the examina¬ 
tion.

38. Candidates must pay the following fees: —

If at any time durin(^ his apprenticeship, an apprentice does not satisfy 
the superior authorities that he is making good progress he will be liaUe to be dis- 
chai^ed from his apprenticeship. 

2. The apprentices will be required to undetgo practical tkeoteiical tr^- 
inf in 4 Bailway Workshop for the first three years of their ai^renticeship. During 
this period they will be granted a stipend of B^ 75 pet* nssttMiHi At ^e end of each 
of the three years the candidates will be examined, wd, if spsuiccM^ul, will be dis¬ 
charged fiem tiieir apprentic^ip. 
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»i. If ciU^esHful at the exaniinatiuu at the close of the third y^r of t3io »pprenticeT 
siiip, 'Well-raported cm during the period of 3 years’ training in the workantjps and 
otherwise found suitable— 

(a) apimentices for the Mechanical Engineering ‘ department will .be sent to an 

Engineering College to be prescribed by the Governor General in Council 
for a course of two years’ training in the higrher me-chanical course; they 
will be required to continue pi-actical work in the workshops during the 
college vacations;

the apprenticeship referred to in Rule 1 above. Apprentices to the number of vacancies, 
for which the selection was made in the first instance, will be selected in direct order 
of merit for a further period of training for two years (see Rule 5 helow), provided 
that they have attained the qualifying standard, and the others will be discharged 
from their apprenticeship. 

Provided that if at least half the number of the apprentices, selected under

Provident Fund and Gratuities. 

The following is a sumraary of the rules relating to Provident Fund and Gratuities 
applicable to officei;H appointed to the Mechanical Engineering, Ti-ansportation ^ower).

Provident Fund .—The State Railway Provident Fund is established on the follow¬

<il Every officer is inquired to subscribe to the Pi-ovident Fund at a uniform 
monthly rate of one-twelfth of emoluments, to which is added half-yearly 
a bonus at the mte of 100 per cent, of an officer’s subscriptions for the 
half year. 

(ii) (k)mpound interest at the rate of 45 per cent, per annum is allowed on the 
officer’s subscription and iMinus. This rate is subject to reconsideration 
should the rates, at which the Goyernm^t of India borrow, unde:i^o 
modification, six months’ notice being givep to members before any 
alteration is made. 

(iii) The sum which thuis accumulates to the credit of an officer is paid to him 
on quitting the service; or in the event of his death before retirement, 
to hiB legal representatives. 
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4 -Iia I*^i**^ State Eailways are also aligible on retirement’, at 

for gratuities for good, efficient, faithful and 

continuous service, o»i the following conditions^ — 

(a) Completion of 30 years’ service, or 

(b) Attainment of the a^e of 50 yearn, or 

(c) Eetuei^nt on account of permanent incapacity due to bodily or mental 

(d) Abolition of appointment due to a reduction of establiAment, if other suit- 

able employment cannot be found for the officer. 


The amount of gratuity admissible is as follows: — 

(a) For ser vice not exceeding 18 years, halt a month’s pay for each year of 
service, subject to a maximum of six months’ pay; 

(ft) For service in excess of 18 years, six months’ pay plus half a month’s pay 
• for each year after the eighteenth, subject to a maximum of 12 months’ 
pay or Rs. 25,000, whichever is less. 


In case of an officer’s death while in sei-AUce, the gratuity is paid to his widow or 
children dependent on him.

Mechanical Engineering, Transfortation (Power), Eleci’rical IInginbering 

AND Signal Engineering Departments of the Superior Revenue Establish¬ 
ment of State Railways. 

{These r^egulations are published for the^ convenience of candidates and in order 
to enable them to ascertain the probability of their coming up to the required physical 
standard. But it must be clearly understoosU that the Oovemment of India reserve 
to themselves an absolute discretion to reject as unfit any candidate whom they mny 
consider, on the report of the Medical Board, to be physically disqualified, /or the 
Railway services; and that their discretion is in no respect limited by these Regula¬ 
tions.) 

1. To be passed as fit for an appointment as an officer of the Mechanical Engineer¬ 
ing, Transportation (Power), Electrical Engineering and Signal Engineering Depart¬ 
ments, a candidate must be in good mental and bodily health and free from any 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient performance of the duties of his 
appointment. 

2. In the matter of the correlation of age, height and chest-girth of candidates 
of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) race, it is left to the Medical Bofird to use whatever 
correlation figures are considered most suitable as a guide in the examination of the 
candidates.

The Indian and British Empire Delegations. 

:J Numerically the Indian Delej>ation was the same as last year, but we had the 
HdvantttKe iu«l»l.ers-His Hiphness the ^ 

Knrairthaln Sir ('. F Rama.swunii A war. Sir Edward Chanuer and Sir H. K. Mullick 
—whiThad had previous experience of the work of th.> Assembly. We held no meet- 
in>f of the DeleKatioii before leaving l/oiidoii, on neeouiit of the pratdieal dittienltv ot 
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jisseinbling a sufticieui uumber of delegate.^*. On most occasions sui^h a meeting woul<l 
be desirable, if not neeessai’y, but on this occasion there wak in fact no (iuestion of 
outstanding impoHance affecting India exciept the i-esolutions of the JOconoinict Con- 
feiTiice, and the majority of us were generally familiar with the position and were 
not in need of guidance on mattei’S of practice* and principle. A meeting of the 
Delegation was held on the day on which we reached (jfeneva, and on the same day 
we attended a meeting of all the Delegatioiks of the British I'.mpire conveiied by th(> 
leader of the British Delegation, Sir Austen Chamberlain. Throughout the pe*iod of 
the Assembly we maintained coherence among ourselves by meetings of the Delegation 
anil othcj-wisp, and co-r»rdination was ett'ected between the Empiie Delegations by 
meetings of leadei’s and bv meetings of the tlelegates who re 7 )resented the Emi)ire 
Delegatitms on the several Committees. It will be obvious that the Delegations of 
the British Empire exercise a very great influence in the licague so long as they are 
united, and on the big political questions in which other groups of Powers who are 
not united by an Imperial bond such aS oui-s act in concert, it is especially desirable 
that the British Empire should pursue a single poli<‘y. 'I’lie Indian Delegation is not 
constitutionally in the same position as tlnise of the Dominions, but we believe that 
the obligation to make the action of the Indian Delegati()n conform to that of the 
British Delegation is practically confined to those questions on whi<’b the Empire 
Delegations must of necessity, and in fUc^t* do, act together, and tbat Indian policy is 
determined on independent lines in those matters in which Inditi really ixtssesses an 
independent interest. Moreover, those problems of si politicsil character in wdiich the 
attitude of India might be affected 4)y her jiresent constitutional position are 
jiredomiuantly of an European character and have little direct interest for India, 
w'hereas those departments of the work of the liCagne in which India has tlie greatest 
prncti(*al interest, ai'e s<‘arcely. if at all. influenced by fiolitical and constitutional 
relations. It follows accordingly that, in our view’, the actual liberty of the Indian 
Delegation to follow^ an independent policy corresponds to the libeHy which thi' Indian 
Delegation would in fact exercise if the constitutional status of India within the 
Empire were different. 


Opening of the Eighth Session. 

4. The proceedings of the Assembly wvre ojieued on the bth Saptember by His 
Exceiieni*> M. Enrique Villegas (Chilian Ambassador at Rome and rejiresentative on 
the Council of the Tieague'), acting as President of the (^mncil. The cre.dantials of 
the delegates were verified by a Committee on which His Highness the Maharaja of 
Kapurtiialn seiwed. A list of the membeis of each Delegation will be found in our 
Final Report. 

5. Forty-nine Statos were presented out of a total number of States. .Spain, 

Bi’assil, and certain other South American States lieing absentees. The Assembly was 
attended by a largei' number of Foreign Ministers (21) than has evei' pi’eviijusly been 
present, by the President of the Swiss Confedeiation. and b\ the Prime Alinisters of 
liUxemburg and Tjithuania. His Excellencv Dr. Allierto (tuaiii ffirst delegate of 
UiTiguay) was elected President after a close contest, in which His Excellency Count 
Mensdoiff ("the first delegate of Austria) was the other candidate. The election of 
Vice-Presidents, membeis of the General (kimmittee and of the Agenda Committee 
prweeded in accordance with the usual routine ivhich has been described in reiiorts of 
yirevious delegations. 

r». The Assembly opened in an atmosphere of some uncei'tainty and even depres¬ 
sion as to the present position and future outlook of the Eeagne. This atmosphere had 
been preeipitated by the resignations not long liefore the date on which the Assembly 
met of Viscount Cecil and M. de .Touvenel from the Briti.sh and French Delegations 
respectively. These resignations were taken as indicating a view' that the Great 
Powers were showing a tendency to settle jiroblems among theni.selves w'ithout resort 
to the Ijeague, and that too uncompromising an attitude was being adopted in regard 
to the great problem of Disarmament by some of those on whose attitude progress 
mainly depended. The general debate was expected to range over these two topics, 
and it was felt in many (|uartcrs that the Eighth As.semblv. although having before 
it an agenda of no abnormal importance, might be of critical significance in regard 
to the future of the League. These expectations were not falsified. There were a 
number of subjects in which fundamental ipiestions were treated from all points of 
view, and there was a tendeni'v to preciyiitate dramatic developments. If some of the 
results which emerged were of moral, rather than of political oi‘ constitutional 
importance, it should be realised that the ideals on which the Tieague is based repre¬ 
sent a fundamental change in the practice of international nidifies; that such a (•hange 
can only proceed with safetv on evolutionajy lines, and that for the purpose of such 
an evolution a moral stimulus ninv be effective w'hen instniment..“ of precision would 
be premature and dangerous. Before indicating in greater detail the lines nf the 
debate, we, .shall express our belief that the general issue afforded no justification for 
pessimism, while at the other end of the scale it emphasised the necessity for a proper 
jelation between ideas and facts. The need for tempering enthusinspi with pafience 
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is, in »»ui' view aflmirablv expressed in the Report of the Director of the International 
Jjatiour Uihoe tor 1^27 which was placed lurfore the Asseinhlv, i'loin whii^h the follow- 
puNsaj^e iriay he usefully reproduced: — 

It is impossible not U) realise the immense tfuL which sepai-ates what has 
Iteen achieved from what was ho])ed in 1919. when maiiKind, for a brief 
moment rose to heights nnkiiown before. At that time', immediately after 
the jfreat catastrophe of the war, an (jffoi't was made to organise human 
life on a basis of .solidai’ity and peace, and the nations collaborated with 
one another in setting up a new structure. At that time almost everyone 
cherished the illusion that international life would at once come into being 
and that a new era was on the jioint of beginning. 

1 he reality is not what was then supposed. 1 nternatioual institutions can 
only establish themselves by long, obstinate and jiatient elforts. This has 
Ijpen the expei’icmce of the League of Nations as regards international 
security and disai-mament. The apjirehensions and anxieties which have 
been deeply rooted in the heart of mankind by centuries of war cannot lie 
^ uprooted all at once. The sovereign States are still inclined to rely on 
themselves for securing the necessary guarantee of security.” 


T. Although these jiolitical and constitutional subjects dominated the debate, 
many sjicakers concerned themselves with pointing' out that othei- siibj(‘cts might be 
regarded as of no less importance; that for non-Eui'opean Meiubei-s these subjects 
might even be of greater im|.K>rtauce, and that while there might be an appaient and 
temporary lack of success in the T/eague’s treatment of political subjects, notable 
su(n>esses in the non-political spheres of activity did much to restore the balance, 
(lonsjiicuous ajiiong these is the success of the I ntprnatiojial F.conomic Conference of 
last May. and otlier sjiheres in which valuable woik has been, or is in course of being, 
done arc those of Health, Intellectual Co-o]>crution, Tnternational Law and Social 
l{efol'm.s. 


SpMCh of Sir C. P. Ramaswami Ayyar. 


S. Th^' General Debate in the Assembly was opened by Sir (b I*. Kamaswami 
A.vyar. in a speech whiidi emphasised this aspect of the work of the League. The text 
will be found in our Final Report, but we will rejuoduce here a summary. 

9. .\ftcr congratulating the Secretary-General and his staff oti the comprehensive¬ 
ness and thoroughness of which the documents.befoi-e the Ass^lnbIy were an indii-a- 
tion, he refetred to the uniijue jiosition of India in the League, and spoke of tlu' effect 
which the world opinion (h'veloped by the licague might have upon India. He saiil 
that the tjuest of the ideal was one of the strongest charaeteiistic's of his race, and that 
as an Indian he felt at home in an Assembly whii-li expcctcul and inileed assumed the 
existence of idealism in all its members. M'hile ajipreciating the value to his o-wn 
cimntry of its participation in the League, he exjiressed the hope that the jiresetice of 
delegate^ from India and other distant countries was of some value to the League by 
pieserving its character of universality and marking the distinction between a real 
Ijeague of Nations and a mere concert of Lowers. H(> then referred, with examples, 
to the way in which India had been fulfilling in practice the ideals of the League. It 
was a matter for sincere congratulation that the League was in its tu’n realising the 
importance of Indian and (‘astern pj-obbuns. lUil it was not easy tor his countrymen, 
remote and absorbed in their own problems, to reali.se in a concrete way how the 
ideals of the League were being converted into (iractice, and he would welcome any 
increase in the relations between the practical work of the League and the actual inter¬ 
ests of India. He .stated his belief that it was through the tc'chnical organisations 
of the League that the ideals of the lieugue could be most adcciuately realised in the 
mm-Kuropean countries, and he therefore pro'-eeded to deal in some detail with its 
w'ork in the spheres of health and t>eononucs. He sp(d;e of the im)iortancp of the Health 
Organisation, and in particular of its Hnreau at Singapore, in assisting the control of 
epidemics, and he welcomed the projected tour in India of im-dical officers associated 
with the iicague as the first occasion on which a League organisation \yould come into 
direct personal contact wuth India, a contact from whii'h he anticipated valuable 
results both from the tiu'hnical and from the wider aspect. He emphasised the special 
interest of India in the work of the Kiumomic Conference from which the important 
and extremely encouraging fact had emerged that in spite of the diversity of theories 
and the legitimate national .sentiments of those vyho took part there was a unanimous 
desire that the Conference should mark the beginning of a new era in international 
commerce lie referred to the pre.sent fiscal policy of India and showed that it was 
harmonious in principle with the conclusions of the Conference. He greatly hoped 
that the attitude of the League towards the work of the Conference would demonstrate 
its interest in the problems and conditions of countries far removed from the .scene 
of European economic life, but forming nevertheless important factors in the sum total 
of worbi economy. He finished by saying that India was not only content Imt most 
wiHin|< gnd apxi'ous to take paH ip th« labours of the Iieague, 
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The Teohftioal Work of the League, 

l(t. The position which this speech o<‘cupietl in the order of the debate assured 
it of the attention which it deserved, and we believe that it, together with speeches 
iiuule by ineinbers of the liuliun Dele^atiou laler on in fhe Second Committee, did much 
to fortify the position of India in j-e>fard to an effective participation in the technical 
work of tile Leufrue, which is, as we have already indicated, that part of the League’s 
work most directly beneficial to India in present circninstnnces. I’here were other 
speakers also who set themselves to emphasise the success as well as the importance 
oi the Eeufrue's technical activities, and jiarticiilarly those in the economic sphere. 
Chief amonfj them was the British delegate. Sii’ I'l. Flilton Youn<r, who ojiened his 
speech by saying that the indirect attack upon the economic jiroblem mip’hl lie of enual 
importance to the cause of jieace as the direct enforcement of security. It was a 
dramatic revelation, he said, that in the material sphere, as in the ideal sphere, there 
was no necessai’y conflict between the interests of nations, and he considy,re(l that the 
results of the Kconomic (^onfei-eiice were welcome because they exjiressod th(> ideas 
which wei-e fundamental in the lieafrue, the ideas of harmony between nations. They 
not only expressed these ideas but jrave them the most practical assistance in ])ointinp 
out the path which would lead away from war. It was not always the most direct 
{lath which led straiplitest to a {riven objective'. 'I'he course of disarmament, of direct 
leduction of militai’v armaments, seemed to be crossed by some very difficult precipices, 
but there were skilled puides to show the w’av round. He asked whether it was not 
{lossible that the skilled puides of the Kcoiutniic (Conference were actually showinp 
what is the path by which permanent and established peace would be achieved sooner 
and more directly than by any stiaipht proceedinp throuph difficult counti'V. The 
instincts of hosfility which led to war were the resultant of many different causes, 
and amonpst them e<‘onomic causes wei-e not the least. 'J’he Leapue could have no 
hipher or more direct occupation than to atteinjit to pet rid of that econoinict strain 
which was (he direct outccime of the causeless fears left by the war. 


Relation of Greater and Smaller Powers. 

11. W’e must now de.scribe briefly the main currents of the didiate on jioliticul 
tofiics. In (he first place, there was some tendency to suppest. (hat the events of the 
last year had indicated an increase in the relative disparity of the authority e.vercised 
respectively by the Great I'owens, that is to suy in effect iho.se Powers who have {ler- 
manent seats on the (.Council, and by the main body of Leapue Members. It wus 
implied that there wus a diminution of the cffectivi* jiarticipation of the latter in 
international politics• owinp to an increasinp disposition on tin* part of the foiniei 
either to keep ceHain subjects outsTde the Ijeapue’s purview (ir to deliberate upon 
them in pn’vate in smdi a maiuier that they came before the Leapin* virtually ns 
choses jupees. In paHicular this point of view was expressed with emphasis by 
Mr. Hambro of Noiway, who referred amonp other matters to the incri'usinp prejion- 
deraiK'e of diplomats, us s'oiupai'ed with statesmen, in repi-esentation of Governments 
at Jjeapue meetinps, and criticised the extent to which elections to appointments of 
authority in the Assembly were manaped behind the scenes. 11 is sjieech was received 
with interest, and evidently with a certain depree of sympathy, but we believe that 
the points which he made were rebutted to a larpe extent, and {lerhaps entirely, by 
subseejuent speakers to the satisfaction of the Assembly as a whole. The best answer 
to his peneral complaint wus supfilied by M. Motto, President of the Swiss (hinfedeiu- 
tion, who said that he had never favoured the endeavours <if those who wanted to set 
the small nations apainst the preat, or to sow seeds of difference between preat and 
small, and that he knew that the Great Powers could very well do -w’ithout the Leajrue 
of Nations, and that it was the small nations which needed the l.eapue if they were 
lo have any influenee on internationnl affairs. It has to be i-enienibered, we consider, 
that the Tieupue pives the less powerful States opportunities of participation in inter- 
natiiinal affairs which they never enjoyed before and would never enjoy otherwise. 
Tnider the (Covenant each State represented at the Assembly has one vote and no more 
than one vote, but it is neces.sary to appreciate the inevitable fact that that vote cannot 
be exei-fdsed by all with equal freedom and authority. We believe that those in India 
who are ({ualified by a knowledpe of facts to upjireciate the position from the p<iint 
of view of India will he disposed to apree rather with M. Moita than with Mr. Hninhni. 
Mr. Hambro referred to a view that the General Debate in the Assembly on the 
Annual Kejiort on the work of the Council was tendinp to become an exchanpe of 
complimentary banalities and that Members of the Council preserved silence in the 
Assembly on any comments that were offered. If that has ever been tnie, it was 
cei-tainly not time of the Eiphth A.ssembl.v. No important voice was silent. The 
debate was searchinp and frank in its mode and lucked nothinp in ranpe. 


Elections to Council. 

12. At this point it is relevant to mentifin the election of non-permanent Members 
of the ftouncil, because the I'esult is an indication of the effetdive assertion of their 
views by the lesser Powers. Tinder the rules adopted last year non-permanent seats 
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are tenable for thi-ee years and the <»

11 lias also dev,.ted much time to the consideration of su,^h subje.-ts as the 
working ol the organ.s oi the L,mgue in times of crisis, technical methods for the 
1 eduction and Iiniitutioii of urinanieiits, and the relations between the economic and 
iiulit.ary resuuires of States, and to special <]uestio,is such as cheniical warfare civil 
aviation and defence budgets. 


l/l- At the opening ot the .\s.seinl)l,v this year it seems to have been felt by many 
t liiit little more could lie done b.v tbe J^repuratory Coiiiiiiittee until greater iiiti*riiationaI 
security bad been attained, and most of the proposals that were put foivvard in the 
Assembly and iu the 'J'liird ('oiiimittee were designed to deal with this diftieully. .At 
the thirdmeeting of the Assemhly the Dutch Delegation suliniitted a draft restdutioii 
to the eft'iu't that |he time had coiiic to resume the study of the principles on which 
the {}en(‘Vii I’rotocol of 1924 was based, and it wais suggested that the .study of those 
jirinciples along with the report of the Preparatory ('onimittee on Disurniamont should 
1)1* referred to the appropriate Coiiiiiiittees of the .Asseinlily. It will be reineinbeied 
that the (leiieya Protocol of 1924 was designed t,., secure compulsory arbitration iu 
iuteniatioiial disputes if conciliation by the Council failed, and to jinivicle for indivi¬ 
dual and colb'ctive action by States at the reciuest of the (kiuncil against a recalcitrant 
State. I’liis proposal received some sujiport in the Assemhly, but several Delegations 
ol)je,'ted to it on the ground- that it would inevitably i'i‘oi)eii the diseussions of 1!)24, 
tliat there was no boj),' of agreement, and that the jiroposal would juobably do little 
more than (uxll attention once more to the rea.sons why several States hail been iimiblc 
to accept tbe Protocol. Sir Austen ('baniberlaiii -fated that the British (joveriinient 
was still uiijible to !iccc])t compulsory aibitratioii of the kind contemplated by the 
Protocol or to uiulertake rcspousibil it i(*s such a- the Protocol would lay ujioii t h,- 
British (roveriimciit. 'I'lii* Dutch Delegation then modilied tb«*ir jimposal b\' substi¬ 
tuting "the Jirinciples of arbitration, security and disarmament" foi " thi* principle-, 
of tbe Geneva I’rotocol." So modified the Dutch jirojiosal was referred to the Third 
('■oiumittee for coiisideiat ion. There was also refern*,! to the Thin! Committee a j)i‘o- 
jio-ai by the I’olisli Deli'gatiou that the Assemhl.x' shoulil rei-ord a ,l,*clai'ation ihat all 
wans ol aggression are ami alwa.vs shall he jirohifiiteil, that every pa,-ifi,' mi'ans must 
he (‘luployed to setth* liisputes of every ilesi'rijition whi,-h may arise between States, 
and that States Members ,>f the Deague are uiiiler an obligation t,> c,inform t,) these 
Jirinciples. Many Delegations p,)iiite,l out that this resoluti,m w,)ul,l a,Id mitl ing to 
what was alre.ady ,’,>ntaine,l in the Covenant, hut ,>tliers maiiitaiiieil that a .solemn 
declaration of tliis kind was of great value. 1 ii ,lefere.m'e t,) the views of the latter 
the Third Committee ae,*ept,*,l the pi-iijinsul and the Assemhly jiassed a res,)lutiou 
a,),c,)rdingly. 

Ih. The debate in the .A.ssemhlv was of intense interest, and all aspects of the 
ijuesti,)!! were frankly and fully ileliheratod. Tt would he impossible to summarise 
the ,iisc.ussion hrieflv. and we must ,*ontent iiurselves with indii-nling some of its lead¬ 
ing featui-es. jonklieer BecIueHs van Bloldaml, the first delegate of the Netherlands, 
referring to the I)ut,-h re.solutiim wliii-h we have alia,led to above, reminded the 
Assembly that in 192(5 the first delegate of the Netherlands had used the following 
words: “The Protocol is not ilead; it is most ,*ertaiiilv not buried; it hut sluinhei-s. 
]),) not let us seek now to remodel or jierfeet it. rather let it rest." He said that, 
w'hile these words were full.v justified and eiitirelv reasonable on the eve of the I'oii- 
clusioii of the liocarno Treaties,' he thought that if this state of rest were to be prolongeil 
it might degenerate into lethargy. It wms necessary to continue the study of the 
important principles underl.ving the i>rot,)col, and the Assembly must realise that 
public opinion in different countries was moving in this direction, and that, particularly 
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ill overseas countries, there was a prowinfr current of opinion which had adopted as 
its watchword “The outlawry of war." The iirinciple of’compulsory international 
jurisdiction was a nece.ssai'y coinpleinent of these ideas, hut if this end was to he 
achieved the (treat I’oweis must not continue to shirk ohlipations. The speech of the 
Dutch del'eirute and the resolution w'hich he tooled profoundly infiueuced the current 
and churaider of tile subsequent debates, and it is a consjiicuous example of the part 
played by the lessei' I'owei-s in the biijfhth Assembly. M. Colitis, the Greek delepnte 
and one of the authors of the 1924 Crotocol, said that, if he hail riphtly understood 
the sjieech with wdiich the Dutch propoisul was introduced, the purpose in view was 
to revert to the idea of peneral compulsory arbitration. This would be the idea of 
the l*ro(o<'ol, with its fundamental basis of compulsory arbitration but without the 
system of sanctions. He did not believe that, in the present state of affairs, it would 
be wise or practicable to bi-iiip up the I'l'otocol apain, this belief beinp based on the 
fact that the obstacles which wrecked its propress before were still unchanped. Cir¬ 
cumstances hardly warranted the hope that there was at present any likelihood ol 
overcominp the obstacles to com)nilsory arbitration, and even if tflat W(>re not so he 
I'ould not conceive of compulsory arbitration as an element of secui'ity unless accom¬ 
panied by an ade(|uate .system of sanctions. 'Che cause of the Protocol would be 
hindered rather than served if a demand "were made to take it up in fractions or .sep- 
ments, and he thoupht that the counsel of wisdom wa.'^ to wait patiently in the belief 
that public opinion would soon declare itself in a manner which would enable the 
Protoeol to emerpe as an international l•ealily. He went on to say that if security 
w'as a necossary preliminary to disarmament, and if security itsidf was founded on 
justice. justic(> in its turn was based on the existence of law, and he therefore attached 
preat importance to the work wliich the Leapue had done and would continue to do 
in the development and enriidinient id' international law. 

1(5. Dr. Stresemann, the German h'oreipn Minister, said that he could not 1 h“ 
content with the pessimistic police- of waitinp which had been advocated by M. Politis. 
He could not believe that the iirojiosal of the Polish Delcpation for a solemn declara¬ 
tion jirohibitinp all wans of apprcssion it adopted by ihe Assembly would have no 
effect on tin* present situation. Many inipht prefer to work bv means of (Conventions 
havinp bindinp foi-ce. but he tell that faith in an ideal could be as imporlant as a 
lepal formula. It was not the mere clauses of a treaty which broupht about peace, 
but the spirit of the peoples and the consciences of their responsible leaders. As 
evidence of the belief of the German (fovernment in arbitration, he intended durinp 
the prwsent session of the Assembly to aiipcnd his sipnature to the ojitional clause (d' 
the Statute fd’ the Permanent ('ourt of International Justice. .A ’promise had been 
made that the disarmament ot the nati(.>ns which were vau(|uishcd in the war should 
be a. preliminai'y to peneral disarmament, and he aiipealed to the Assembly md to 
betray the faith which had bee^ placed in the sanctity ot this pledpe. Dr. Stresemann 
further develoi>ed the German view in repard to disaiinameiit in a speech in the 
Assembly after the rejioid of the Third (.'ommitlee had been presented. He said that 
Germany was emphatically of opinion that the commencement of pc'neral disarmament 
should not be dependent on fresh puarantees (d‘ securitv, which wa.s indeed the stand- 
jioiiit of the Assembly of 1926. He vvelconied the resolutions ot the 'I'liird Gommitlee 
as beinp a satisfactory result of difficult iiepot iat ions. Pvery step forward in peiu*ral 
disarmament would itself jirov’ide fresh elements of security for the whole world. 
Armaments could not, and should not. foiin the basis id' security, and they were nut 
even the most effect! ve jn’otect ion. 'J’he success id' Gerniniiy in overcominp the jisycho- 
lopical difhcultieis of disarmament jiresented by her preat military traditions oupht to 
make it easier for ot.hei’ countries to follow suit. He concluded by sayinp that (he 
entire institution of the Leapue could not live and lie effei-tive until the duty id' peneral 
disarmament had been discharped and until in conseciuence the conditions necessary 
for that atnrosphei-e recpiired for a common and cidleetive puarantee id' peace had been 
fulfilled. 

17. M. Briand made a speech such as the Ass(*mbly hnis leaint to expect of him. 
which apiieared to be desipned rathei- to creaie a favouranle atniosjiheie and to restore 
confidence than to make any jirecisc oi concrete conti ibution to the subject matter (d‘ 
(he debate. He said that the strenpth of the Leapue lay in (he trust ot the peoples; 
they did not alwa.vs reason, but they had an instimdive feelinp of truist in the Leapue; 
they knew that without the Leapue there was always the danpei (d' a renewal of strife. 
•\lludinp to the speech (d‘ M. I’olitis, he said that the jieoples were jirepared to wait, 
but not to wait indefinitely. 

18. Sir Austen Ghamberlain, who was the last (d' the i-epresentatives of the Great 
Bowers to speak in the openinp debate, .said that Great Britain hud proved bv her 
deeds hei- desire tci see a real and larpe reduction of armaments; the British Army 
had been reduced immediately peace was seimred to less than its pre-war level, and 
the British Fleet could not be compared with the Fleet which Great Britain had 
maintained not merel.v dui-inp the war but before (he wai-. Turuinp from disarma¬ 
ment to arbitration, he asked the Assembly to bear in mind the special conditions of 
the British Kmpire, which was md a unitary .system of povernmeut, such as prevailed 
in other countries, but a preat community of free and ecmal nations, each autonomous, 
united in the oldest lieapue of Peace in the world. It was not easy for such an 
Empire to accept oblipations which could be readily undertaken bv a homopeneoUiS 
State spenkinp with the v’oice of a sinple Government. He claimed that Great 
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Britain hud arbitrated more j^rave pi-oldems than any other <‘ouiitry in the worbl, jiml 
B:ave as a sjiecial “inslance Ihe case of tlie Iraij froniier, in which Great Britain Viad 
used the verdict which had been <>;iven in her favoui- to open nejroliations witii I'urkey 
and to make acceptable, to her an award which could have been riffidly enforc(»(i. 
I assiiig- t)ii to set.'Uiity, he siiid that (iieat lirltuiii had not iiiej'ely a('(*ept.ed all the 
obliKutions ol the Covenant, but bad also become jiarties to the Locarno Afrreement, 
knowiiijr what it wais to ;^ive a ^•luirantee and tlie cost of keej)inf<' a guarantee. He 
wsked wheUier other parties could not accept liabilities similar to those uece])ted at 
Jiocai-iio with a view to jiuaraiiteeing- other ti'ouiiled frontim's in the same way as Great 
Britain liad fi'uaranteecl the western fi'ontiers of France. Those who asked Gi'eat 
Britain to •••uarantee every frontier as she had "uarunteed one in the 'Ti-eaty of Locarno 
viere aiskiii^ hei' to undeitake an obligation which was beyond lier strenf>’th. All parties 
(lid not look ujmjii the Leajrue in th(“ same way; their fiiitli was the same unci their 
purpose was the same, but the way in which they would reacli their purpose varied 
with their circumstance's, their temjieraments and their lesponsibilities. In the 
oi'^aiiic w (Trld it was not tliose oif'-anisms which came most (|uickly to maturity that 
reached tli(‘ •'•reatest strength or lasted the loiifiest ; and he rcKardc’d the I.eaH'ue in 
the lin'bt of this an()lof>y. 

19* I'liis speech naturallx' made a deeji imjiression and bad a decisive inliuenee 
in ensuiiii”' that the subse(|uent (ILscifssion, which mi^’ht otlierwise have wasti'd itself 
in theory and idealism, was directed into cliannels calculated to lead to important 
practical results. J)r. .Nansen, of Noiwu\, in a speech in the Assembly on oiu* of the 
last days of tb(> session, paid a notable tribute to tin* force and conviction of Sir Auisten 
f’bamberlain's sjieecb. fb* said that no one who bad worked at Geneva bad failed 
to realise that Great Britain, since the be^'innin<>' of the Eea^iie, bad ”iven the most 
consistently iiowerful su])])ort to it and its existini;' jirovisionis. It Gri'at Britain bad 
besitat(‘(l to increase those commitments, they all ri'alised tbar it was cliieflx' liecause 
sh(* took those commitments so l■.^'riously and that she wav an.xiouv not to weaken her 
power to honour existiii”' en^affements b\’ cont ract i iifr nc'W ones, 9'ln'y also realised 
the siiecial position ot (ireat Britain and of the Em])ire, and also the tact that owinff 
to the British .Navy any additional commitments in reffaid to arbitration and sanc¬ 
tions would b(‘ mori* onerous for (.treat Britain than tor other countrieis, hiven if the.\’ 
mi>>'ht re>fretlhe course which events had taken, they' understood (he reasons which in 
a larg’e measur(‘ deti'rmined it. It is an imi»oi'tan( fact that Governjm'iits of th<> 
Britisli Empire' should thus receive reco^'nition of their policy of not a<"ceptinff obli- 
j;ations ^nless they tull,\' intend ami aie asivured of their ability to carry tliem out 
sci-iii)ulously. India, we believe, can claim to ('n.io.\’ this rejnitation as mucii as any 
other part oi the I'inijiire.

But before the Ei”-hth .Assembly opened the British Government informed 
(he L('ii'>ue that they believed (Imt the consideration which the matter had already 
received^ Imd to a laiyfe extent met theii' object, and l(*,ssened the iirobtibility of the 
lecurrence of thosi* dano-ers to which attention had been called. In these circumstances 
thev ])ro]io,sed that tin* tpiestion should not be further pursuc'd for the present. 
.■\c<*ordiin''lv no further discussion occuired at the Ib'ohth .Assembly. AVe think that 
the \cntiraiion of the ipiestion has undoubtedly b(*en u.selul in creatiii!’ a imblic ojiinion 
which will cause each new proposal for an extension of the Leaoue’ operations to be 
c-iretullv scrutinised. 'I'his was evident on several occasions this .vear, and notably 
w'hen the jiroposal for taking* up the (piestion ot alcoholism came before the Second 
('ommittee.

COMMITTEE I.—Legaf and Constitutional Questions. 

22. The Fii’st Coniinittee dealt with various niatters of a technical character, 
ineludiiij' the legal aspect of certain of the proposals submitted to the Third (lominittee 
in regard to Ui.sarinanient, Arbitration and Security. But the only one of stiliicient 
genei-al interest to require mention in this Beport is the following; — 


CoDir'ioATioN OK Intkh.nationaj. Law. 

2T. T.asl year the First Committee was unable to airive at any definite conclusion 
as to the i.ustruotions to be given to the (Joiiuuitt.ee of Experts appointed to consider 
the possibility of codifying international law, of which Sir Mohammad Kafique is a 
member as an expert on Moslem law. That Committee accordingly continued its work 
as before and in April 1927, presented a report to the Council to the effect that .seven 
subjects were in certain of their aspects ripe for regulation by international action, 
namely: — 

(1) Nationality. 

(2) Territorial waters. 

(•'!) Diplomatic privileges and immunities. 

(4) B.esponsibility of States for damage done in their territory to the. person or 

property of foreigners. 

(5) Piracy. 

(ti) I'he procedure of International Conferences and procedure for the drafting 
of tr-eaties. 

(7) Exploitation of the products of the sea. 

24. The Committee of Exjierts recommended that subject No. (i should in the 
fir.'i^t instance be studied by the Secretariat, and that subject No. 7 should be examined 
by (he Flconomic Committee of the League or by the J’ei'manent International Council 
for the Exploration of the Sea at Copenhagen, and that the Council should then 
consider whether any further aedion was possible or desirable. Doubt had been 
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•fxpresTOd whether subjects Nob. ?• and S were of svffficicfttt ‘iirtea'6»t at the |»re8ent time 
to justify the inoltieion of them iti the pfogratnine of on InterMationttl CJonference, but 
’reromiuonded that after the convpietioii of euoh prepwratory work as might be neoessaiy, 
an International Conference sbcrald he conretied to deal with stubjects 'Nos. 1, 2 and 4. 
This report was refenDd by the Assembly to the Eirst ConimiMee. 

25. After a lengthy discussion of the r^ort and of a proposal made by the 
Paraguayan Delegation that a Connnitfee of Exjierts shottld be entrusted wifh “ tbe 
preparation of a general and eomprehonsive plan of codification of International Eaw, 
purring due icgard as far as possilile to the work of codification which is being carried 
on in Anici’irra,” the First Ckinnnittee appointed a strong Su'h-Comniittee to examine 
the whole subject and eventually submitted a report to the Assembly recommending 
that an Inteinational Conference should be convened to deal with subjects Nos. 1, 2 
and 4 only, and that to that end a l*reparatory Committee consisting of ‘five persons 
jiossossing a wide knowledge of international practice, lelgal precedents and scientific 
data relating to those questions should he appointed to prepare n report, detailing the 
bases of disruissiou at the Conference. The Ccmiinittee recommended also that the 
Council should attach to the invitation to he issued to States to join in the Ofinference 
draft rcgulaticms for the ]n'ocedure of the Conference indicating the general mles which 
^hould gov(*>’n the discussions. 

E 2(i. I'he Dutch (Government had qjTered to convene the Conference and also 
^nipervisc the necessary preliminary work, but the First Committee considered that this 
should be undertaken entirely b-y the Ijengno. If reconi in ended, however, that the 
Council should, if "possible, arrange to have the Conference lield at The Hagin', and 
expressed the hojie that the Dutch (Government would agree to this. As regards the 
mothod of dealing with subjects Nos. (i and 7. the First Committee approved generally 
the pivqiosals of the Committee of Experts. The Assembly passed a resolution adopting 
all tbe reconiinendufions of tbe First Committee on this matter. There was, however, 
a ('onsiilerablo controversy ns to the provision of funds to enable the Committee of 
Exyierts to continue its work in 192S. This is rei'eri'cd to later in connection with the 
Budget an<l Supplementary Estimates. 

27. AVith referenee to the pro]»osal of the Paraguayan delegation, the Asseiuhly, 
on the recommeiulation of tlie First Committee, requested the Cnmiuittec of Experts 
to consider at its next session under what conditions the work referred to in that pnjposal 
could bo uiub'rtakon, and reserved a decision as to the course to be adopted until tlie 
Committee <if Experts had made its suggestions and the Council had had an oppor¬ 
tunity of considering them. The sjieeches delivered *in the First Committee indicated 
that the general opinion was that the Paraguayan proposal was too ambitious, and that 
in any case it was desirable to await the insult of the efforts to he made to deal w’ith 
the three subjects specified iilmve before attempting anything in the nature of the 
goricral codification of Tiiteniational Daw. But the Assembly s(>eined to ho in general 
agreement witli the view that the classification anfl extension of International Law had 
a close relation with the problem of security, as it would extend the scope of arbitration. 
In jirinciple, therefore, the work of codification has aequimd a new importance. 


COMMITTEE II.—T«ehnic8l Organisations. 

AVoiU.J) Et:()NOMIC CoNFEKKNrK. 

28. The success of the Economic Confevence held at (Geneva in May was the most, 
important nchievement of the League in the last 12 months. We have already referred 
to the subject in general in our account o.f tbe opening debate of the Assembly. ^ With 
the exception of the group of questions relating to arhitration, security and disarma- 
inent, this was the most vital to.pie on the agenda of the Eighth Assembly. Broadly 
speaking, tbe issue which the Deport of the Conference raised was wliother, both in 
principle a'^ul in practice, it would be reasonable to recognise and possible to effect in 
the domain of economics a I'loser inteniatioiml relationship than in the past. 

29. Two. main qne.stious pri'sented tboniselves, me., the degree in which the 
Assembly should accejit the conclusions of the Conferent'e and advoeati their pursuance, 
and t)»o developinenfs whicli would accordingly he necessary in the economic organs of 
the League for the jnirjioso of the now policy. 

>‘10. Those who wish to study tho problem in detail are advised txv refer p) tbe 
Report of the Conference and (he Report of the 'Indian IGelogai ion which have been 
■publi.sbed in a convenient form in India. Many countries lunl already found them¬ 
selves able to endorse the conclusions of the Confetv.me and to express their intention 
to co-operate in carrying them into effect. This was not vet pos.sible in tho case of 
India for iea.sonH which W'cre explained in a declaration made in the Second Committee 
by our leader. This deelaration will he reprodm^ed verbatim in the Final Report, and 
the following is a summary: — 

31. The Earl of T^ytton said that India supported nnhesitatingly the general 
principle that the economic policy of States should he directed towards the peace and 
prosperity of the world, and would welcorne the eliminattem of any economic factors 
calculated to cause friction or misunderstanding. He hedifcved there was no important 
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‘ j'etiouiniendtttkm of the Oonferenco which waw in«ni*n«ient wnib the petit or pretteni^ 
etMjnoHiic policy of India, and that India on the whole titood to ^in uy the ttuontidn 
tluouffhout the world of the jfeneral i-econinieiidations of the GOnference. If on juiuo,. 
points there weiv any incoiisintencieH the Government of India would neek to m-oncil • 
thfiin. The hiiuiv polh'r}' of India was likely to he as wurh in conforinify with ilif> 
ivcommendiitions of the Conference as thdt of the ^ast His inability to accept those 
rerommeudutions without reserve was due not to the fact that any action was can- 
templated in the future which was inconsistent with them, hut rather to the lack of 
opportunity of ascertaining’ puhlic opinion in India during the short lime th»t had 
elapsed since the Oonfei'enre was hehl and the undesirability of committing the peoples 
to agreement with a document which they had not yet studied. It would 
niiijtate against ultimate acceptance by India were she committed in advance of the 
study and discussion of tbe Report for which facilities were being provided. He 
referred to the recent grant of a large Jiieasui-e of fiscal autonomv to India and to the 
natural desire of the Indian people to guard their recently gained freedom. The policy 
of discriminating protection did not conflict with the principles laid down by the 
Conference. lie had vei’y little doubt that the Report of the Confcreifbe, when it ha<l 
been fully examined by the publics in India, would be found to be in gencial conformity 
with Indian economic policy, and that if the decision of India was left iinhampered 
by j)iematuie (>ommitments the spirit in which the Conference pej'forinod ih^ task would 
be apprecii.tc'd and its recommendations generally accepted. 

>‘12. .4. Resolution was submitted lo the Secxuid Committee by one delegate pro¬ 

posing to emloise the conclusions of the C-onference as a whole and without reserve, 
hut we were instrumental in influencing tli^e form of the resolution finally adoptiul so 
that it gave .satisfaction to our j)oint of view. This resolution noted with satisfaction 
that many Governments had made declarations acceptijjg the principles and .stating their 
intention of co-operating in their application, while no declaration in the continiy 
sense had been made. It expressed a belief that there was ev<uy reason to hope for 
universal approval when the puhl^(^ ojiinion of all countries hud been sufticicntlv 
instnicted, and it recommended the resolutions of the (huiference to the favourable 
consideration of all Governments, and trusted that those Governments which hud not 
yet declared their support would shoi-tly he able to do so. 

.‘h‘l. The development of the economic organisation of the T^ealgue had heeti much 
discussed at the Economic Confcreiice itself, which in the end had contented itself 
with recording a. resolution to the effect that, while offering no suggestions for a 
permanent organisation, it could uot do hetter than draw the Council’s attention to 
the well-balanced comp^isition of the Preparatory Committee, which had achieved 
excellent results in the prei)uratory work of the ConfereiU'e. The. problem was referred 
by the Council to the Assemhlj. and it is a fiud of some significance that it was the 
A.ssembly and not. the Council which worked out the s<dieme of organisation d(fscrihed 
below. The possibilities ranged from a continuance of the Economic Comniiitee in 
its existing form—that is to say, a <’oiuini1tee of 14 menihere nominated for their 
Tiersonal expert qualifications—to an imlependent organisation on the lines of the 
IiiternatiomJ laihoni- Orirunisation. Each extreme had its advocates. The fontinuanc(f 
of the Economic Committee on its existing footing was advocated (U» the ground of 
practical efficiency, while those who pistposed other schemes were influenced by a desire 
to introduce the principle of representation, whether it should he nat.ifmal or funetional 
representation, so as to secuie the widest possible authority anti the greatest suppoit. 

The resolution which embodied the conclusions of tiie Second (kiimnittee was a com- 
pjKUuise combining both ideas. The E<.‘onomi(‘ Committee will he increased from 14 
to 15 members and the basis of appointment will remain the sumo, with some modifica¬ 
tion of its actual membership. It will (continue to he tlie oigan thi’ough which the 
Cmincil deals with ecinnomic affairs, and its principal work in the near future will lie 
within the sphere of the economic relations between State.s and their economic policies 
so far as they have internutional aspects. Cndor a new provi.sion it will hnVe jwwer, 
•subject to Ctmncil provision, and in consultation with the States in (luestion, to name 
economic coirespondents in counti-ies which have no jnemher the Committee. In 
addition t.o the Economic (h))nmi1tee there is to he created an Advisory Committee, 
the object of which will he to follow the np])Hcatitm of the recommendations of (he 
Eeonfjinie Ct)nferen(‘e. It will he similar in inimhers, and in the etjuilihrium of 
interests represented by its members, to the I’reparatoiy Committee for the E(s)nomic 
Coufereiiee, and will include person.s competent in industi-y, romme7’ce, agri(>nlture, 
finance, transport, labour questions, and questions relative to consumption. The 
Intemational Labour tlffice will he invited to submit the names of three Lahoin' 
members, and arrangements -w'ill he made to secure the eo-operation of the International 
Institute of Agriculture and of tlie International Chamber of Commerce. Its meetings 
will he attended by five members of the Economic 0)mniittee. It will submit its report 
directly to the Council of the League, at the same time forwarding a copy of its 
decisions to the Economic Committee and to the other technical organisations conceined. 

04. The respective functions of the two bodies are. not very clearly defined, and 
this lack of clarity is the result of a certain divergence of views. But the differences 
in the constituthm and in the character of membership of the two bodies will probably 
tend in themselves to produce a differentiation of function, and will lead empirically 
to a solution of the diffi(mlty which could not be entirely resolved in debate. 
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36. Indiii has not hitherto boon represented on the Eeonomic Committee, but she 
was repre.sented oji the Prepai’atoiy Committee for the Economic Conference. AVe 
think that she has much ty gain from repiesentation, and a strong claim to it. Tliat 
claim has been presented in the proper cmarter, and Sir C. I*. Ramaswami Ayyar 
referred to it in a speech in Gie Second Committee in which he jKiinted out not only 
tlie necessity for representing agiicultural interests, but also the special difficulty of 
doinig so owing to the comparative lack of organisation in agriculture. In the report 
which he. piesented to the Second (kmimittee, and which W’as approved, M. I^oucheur 
pointed out that the programme which the Economic, fJonference had drawn up for 
the League could not be successfully carried out unless agricultural interests were 
represented us widely ns possible! in the economic oi'ganisation of the League, and 
declared that it was the unanimous recommendation of the Second Committee that the 
(<ouncil should give very special attention to this imjiortant question of the representa¬ 
tion of agriculture. There is furtbei- a need for the I’einesentaliou of Asia. AVe believe 
that the cl.iiin of India has since been i-ecoguised. 


AV'okk oj- tiik He.vltii Oiiganisation. 

■fti.* Sir ('. P. Ramaswami Ayyar bad indicated in his spc'ccli in the Assembly, of 
which \ye have already given a summaVy, that the Health activities of the League had 
a special interest for India. It was, therefore, a very ajqiropriate compliment 
to India and to the Indian Delegation that he was elected J^a/ipnrtriir for the 
general work of the Health Organisation. 3'he report which he presented, first to the 
Health Committee and later to the Assembly, and bis remarks in connection with 
it, will be j-eprodiieed in onr hinal Rejiort. Tt will snf1ie(> to say hero that, in the 
resolution which he suhmitted to ihe Second rsmimittee, and which was in turn 
submitted 1)\ the Second (kimmiltee to the Assembly and approved, the Indian point 
of view was e\p]i(!itly rei-ognisp<l. In the re|>ori note was made of Ih" tendeney 
towards universality in the work of the Health Oiiganisation and of the (ureumstance 
that the activities of the Singajiore Bureau form the chief physical link between 
Eastern countries and the TiPague Organisation. The reiiort stated further that those 
countries, some of whom like India are large contributors to the general budget, 
appreidated tliis aspect of the League’s work, as was evident from their close eo- 
operalion with it. It also referred to the intereliarge of Puhlie Health officers which 
is being arranged to take jilaee in India in tlu‘ ajiproaehiiig winter, and of the po.ssihilily 
that the I’ri'sideiit of the Health Committee and the Director of the Health Section 
miglit he aide to join tlie juiidy. It referred also to the hope of the Government of 
India tliat the League’s Malaria Commission might lie aide to visit India during the 
latte)- part of 19‘J8. Refei-ence was also made to the jiarlieipation by C-olonel Gi-abam 
in till! Hi>altli (kmnnittee’s work and to the dpjvii-tniental Rabi«*s (.Jonferenee in which 
India was repi-eseiited. It is paitieularly satisfaetoiw to i-eeord that the ne(!pssity for 
an asstiraace of the iiermanenee of the Singapore Bureau, and of its adequate fimineing, 
was emphasised. 

37. 'Die universality of this dppni'tmeiit of the League's activities was further 
mai'ked -iliis year by the iiiitialiou of bealtb work in l.atiii Ameri<-a. 


Ai.c'ohoi.i.sm. 

3(S. At th(' .Assembly of 1f)2(l the delegations of l'’iiilaml, Poland and Sweden 
siibniilted a proiiosal to the effect that tlie League of Nations should include the 
(piestion of Aleidiolism in the jirogj-amme of its work. Consideration of this jiroposal 
was adioiivned until the .Eighth Assembly. Meanwhile, Ibe Eoreign Ministers of 
b’inlniid, Poland and Sweden, willi wliom were also associated the Foreign Ministers 
of Belgium, Denmark and Czocho-Slovakia, had sent in a memorandum giving a more 
pi-ecise description of what thev had in mind. This nieinoranduni ('ontained two 
detinile propo.sals : (II that the Assembly slioald re(|uest the Couui'il to convene a 
(•onf('ienc(> with a view Ui the framing ot a general International (Convention regulating 
the smuggling of alcohol, and (2) that the Assembly should request the Council to 
appoint an Advisory Committee on Alcoholism, or a Sub-(k)nimittee 'of the Ile.altb 
Cornmittee !o deal with Alcoholism, wliicb the various oigaiis of tlie League might 
consult will'll studying questions eonneeled with the prohlem and which might be 
generally avniluble for information oi- investigations. 

39. Although these were tlie siieeitic- jirojaisals which the Coiiimittoe hud primarily 
to (liseitss, their presentation raised a general question of some iniportunee, beeause, 
eseejit in the isolated eases of the Mandated Territories and the Proleetiim of AVonien 
and Children, the Tieaguc had not hitherto had is-easion to touch the subjeet of 
Alcoholism, and it was felt in various ipiarteis tliat the general subject would be an 
unsuitable, and even dangerous, one for the Tjengue to take up. 

40. As sixm us the question was raised in the Oommittee the delegation responsible 
for its promotion was elialleniged as to its adinissibility under the Articles of the 
Covenant. In reply paras, (r) and (/) of Article 23 were iinoted, referring respectively 
to the Traffic in Opium and other Dangerous Drugs and to the Prevention and Control 
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Hiscawe. A con&idei'able debate followed and the weight of opinion in the Coni- 
mitteo was against acceptance of the proposal in the f<inn in which it was presented. 
No general agreement was reatdiod us to the admissibility of Alcoliolisiu under the 
(yoventuit, but it seemed to be recognised by all that, whether or not u subject was 
admissible under the Covenant, it might be taken up by the .League with the const*,nt 
of all the States Members. Eventually the Finnish delegate and those associated with 
him agreed not to pui-sue the pjoptwals in their existing form, but declared their 
intention of luij^ing up the question of Alcoholism later in anotliei- form. Accordin^dy 
at one of the final sessions of the Assembly an irpjilicution was .made tor the subject 
to be placed in a new fonn on the agenda of the Nint h Assembly. 

41. Ah to the position taken up in the debate by the Indian Delegation, our 
instructions were to <>ppose the proposal for the creation of a new Advisory Body for 
AileohoKsm, tin the grounds that no case had been made out for the necessity of such 
0 body, is there were other eouices fi-om which advice ami information eould be 
obtained, and that it was undesirable, from t.he genei'al, and especially the financial, 
I)oint of view, to sanction the creation of n new lHid;v' excej)t foi' im])erative reasons. 
Bnt wo had been given diseretiou as to tlie attitude we sliould adopt towards the 
pn)])osal for a (lonferenee on smuggling. Inteiweiiing in the debate. Sir h'azl-i-Hnsain 
stated that opinion in India in regard to Alcoholism was very strong and decidedly in 
favcmi' t)f a pcdicy of controlling the supply of liquor, while there was a strong Iwaly 
of public^ opinion actually in favour of prolAhition. Tf prohihitiem had not yet been 
adopted in India it was chiefly for the reason that it would he so diflicult to enforce jt. 
lie said that Alcoholism was treated in India gs an evil, although it was not yet a very 
serious problem there. But, as .elsewhere, it tended to spread with tin* gi'(»wth of 
industrialism. In regard to the .question wJveyiterr Alcoholism should he dealt with as 
an international matter, he wiehed to reserve his opinion, hut he recognised the 
existence in tlie Committee of a strong body of opinion against tin* jircqiosals. and he 
found himself in oomplete agreement with those who maintained that in this debate 
the ease for the proposals had not, been made out. lie felt that it would he wiser that 
those wlio supported the projiosals should md pursu-e them furtlier for the jiresent, Init 
should wait for a more appropriate oeeasion. He urged those in favour of them to 
realise that the result of a division might he prejudicial to the cause which they had 
at heart. 


1N1T.M.BOTI AU Co-OI’KHATION. 

42. This Organisation (umsists of (I) a Tieague Cojumittcc formed on the initiative 
of the French to carry out a rasolution of tlie First Assembly on “the ediieiitional 
influence whiidi it is the duty of the Council to exeit with a view to dpvehqiiiig a liberal 
spirit of goodwill aipl worldwide co-opeTii.tion,” and {2't an Institute whic*h was founded 
in Paris some yeui-s later, at the expense of tlie French Government, to act as the 
executive twgan of the Gonimittee. The Indtaan Delegation has always been sympatlietie 
in its attitude to this Organisation, and India is represented on the Ooiumittee by Sir 
•Tagadis Bose. 

4d. It would he Lnipo.ssilde to describe briefly the numerous activities of a 
scientific, artistic and literary nature whirdi tbe Ongunisotion at present ha^s in hand. 
'I'he re.solnt ion which was adopted by the Assembly this year ref<>rs to pioject-s tor the 
creation of an international co-ordiniition service of information offices attached to 
lihrarie.s, for co-ordination between the organs of hihliograjihy for the AUirious sciences, 
for an international office for annual tables of constants and mathematical (jiinntitles, 
for a congress on popular arts, for an international agreement with regard to east.s, 
and for an extension of the work of museums as a means of artistic education. 

44. When the work of this Organisation was under discussion in the Second 
Gomniittee, Sir Fazl-i-Husain made a speech in wliii-Ii he said it was imiiossihle to 
overestimate this work in the scheme of Tjeagiie activities, for in his opinion the 
(lisarmament of ideas, which was in fact the breaking of tbe harriers of prejudice, 
was no less important than Disarmament strictly so called. He jiaid a ti’ihute of 
appl■e<^iation and adinimtion to those who had served on the (’ommittee and to the 
henefieial eharae.ter, both for all Memhers of the Tieague and for non-memliers ns well, 
of the various schemes which were in hand. It seemed to him that the work might 
possibly gain in its character of universality it kindred fields of work in the Orient 
were inelnded within its scope, and he mentioned Indian and Mesopotamian archieology 
as being at least roinparnble with that of Europe. The term “ international ’’ was not 
limited in any way to the nations of Europe, and the evolution of international culture 
i*hould afford every opportunity for the culture of the Fiast to <»ontribute towards it 
HClually with that of the West. He finally appealed to the authorities of the Organi.sa- 
tion to consider means of ensuring that what was best in the culture of the Orient 
should 1)0 refleided in the texture of the internatiomil culture of the future. His 
remarks were afterwards refeiTed to %vith sympathy and approval by the delegates of 
Great Britain and Germany. 

45. 'I’lie Assembly, in the resolution which it adopted, expressed its appreciation 
of 4hp inevease in the number and activity of the national committees on Intellectual 
Co-operation, ond stated tliat the regnlar co-opei-atitm between well-organised national 
uojmrmittees and the Inteniatioiial Committee was of ieverincreaHineg utility to the work 
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of Intellectutil Co-operation. The AsHembly ncc-ordiaf'ly invited States which had not 
ali'eady done so to coi&ider the possibility of providinjjf the necciSBary fund.s to meet 
the expenses of their respective national committees. We understand that the Lea^fue 
was informod in 1925, os regards India, that the Inter-XLiivejsity Board wished to Ixe 
lecognised us an institution with \fhii.h the Intellectual (Xi-opeiatiou Committee might 
con-espond with a view to the formation of a national committee in India. But, so 
far as we know, no progress has lieen made in this direction. We therefore venture 
t(» bring to notice suggestions wbicdi have been made by Sir Fazl-i-Husain, who, as 
.already mentioned, acted as the Indian representative on this subject, and who is much 
impressed with the belief that India might derive great benefit from contact with this 
Organisation. His view is that, education being a transferred I’lovincial subject, 
there is need of a (‘eutral agency to disseminate information to the various Provinces 
sindi as existed until a few yeai's ago in the All-India Advisoiy Board on Education. 
He considers that there should be the same liaison between the intellectual activities 
ol the ludian Provinces as the Intellectual Co-operation Crganisation serves to create 
under the Len>:^e between those ol the different nations. Such an institution would 
enable India both to derive benefit from the internatioinil movement and to contribute 
to its success. 

4(». Two years ago there was set up, under the Org-auisation for Intellectual Co¬ 
operation, a iSub-Committee of Experts fof the insti'uction of children and y<iuth in 
the. existence and aims of the League of Nations. Its Interim Report came before 
the Assembly of 192(i, and it had since held further meetings and had drawn up a 
nior(! coniprehcusive Report which was submitted to the Eighth Assembly. The 
Indian point of view has been represented on this Hiib-Committce by Mr. S. N. 
(diaturvedi. The Interim Report has already been under the (fovernincnt of India's 
consideration and we were informed that the (jovernnient of India were in general 
agi-eement with the recoinmendations, save that on several points modifications would 
bo necessary to suit the present educational conditions of India. We were further 
informed that, as education was a Provincial subject, action would have to be takim 
by Local (bivernmeuts responsible to their Legislatures and by Cniversities which 
are partially autnnoinoas bodies. Unfortunately, this information reached us after 
the discussion of the subject in the Second (.lomniitfee was finished. We venture to 
express the hope that the later and more comprehensive Report <if the Sub-Committee 
will be examined in India with every desii'o to carry out its recomniendations as far 
u.s iiossible, because we believe that the purpo.se. of these recomniendat ions must be 
considered of fi^-st class importance by all who recognise the nc'cessity for con.solidating 
the iiriuciplcs on whiidi the Leagme is founded. Incidentally, we would call attention 
to one recoinmendafion of the Sub-tlommittee proposing the establishment of a corps 
of international lecturers, with sjiecial referem^e to countI'ics where geographical or 
other consideration render League instruction partii’ularly diflicult. We understand 
that the <'ircunistances of India were specially jireseiit totin' Sub-Committee when thi.» 
recommendation was proposed to it and adopted. For financial reasons consideration 
of this recommendation has been deferred. 


CmaTro.N ok .w Enrc vtion.vi. Cinkm.itogiiaj’UK'ai, In.stitx'TE. 

47. The Italian Delegation submitted for the approval of the Assembly an offer 
on the part of the Italian llovernnient to create at Rome an Internutionul Kducational 
(hneniatographical Institute. This Institute would be under the direction of the 
Ix'uguo of Nations, but would be carried on at the expense of the Italian (lovoriunent, 
and established in a palace ottered by that (lovernment. The proposal was referred 
to the Second (kmimittee, which dealt with it in connection with Inteliectual (V 
operat.ion. Some anxiety was felt in regard to it by those who chiefly es])ou8e the 
cause of the Institute of Intellectual Co-operation in Paris, which had already given 
.some consideration to cinematography. It was obviously necessary to avoid any 
passibility of duplication or (‘onflict between two League bodies, and it w'us further 
desirable to establish safeguards in regard to an institution which would be in a special 
relation to a particular national (lovernnient and would have as its idiject the guidance 
or inspiration, in the name of the Ijeague, of the policy of other (loveniments in a 
branch which is likely to be of increasing importance of such a .subject as edu<‘ation. 
A Sub-Coin mi ttee w’us appointed to recoiu'ile the divergent opinions, and Sir Fazl-i- 
Husain served on this Sub-Coniiuittee. The Sub-Committee agreed upon a fonnula 
eventually ajijiroved by the Second Committee and by the Aissembly, which acknow- 
leilgod with gratitude the generous otter of the Italian (lovernment, and left the 
decision as to the steps to be taken to the (yoiincil of the Teague, after consultation 
with the competent organisations, more particularly the International Committee on 
Intellectual (lo-operation, and in agreement with the Italian (lovernment. It is 
nndei’stood that the Scccvnd Committee will have a further opjx>rtunity of di.scu.ssiiig 
the subject in detail next year. 

48. It w'as in conseciuence of this disimssion that the Hon’ble Mrs. Alfred Ijyttelton. 
of the British Delegation, submitted to the Assembly a proposal that the general 
question of the relations between the League of Nations and institute.s or bodies set 
up under its authority but not forming part of its oitganisation should be studied, and 
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that the prin(iiples which should govern their acceptance by thq League should be laid 
down by the Council. The Second Committee examined this proposal, and on its 
recommendation the Assembly invited the Council to have the question studied, and 
asked that n, icport should be submitted to next yefti’s Assembly. 


Economic Committee. 

I 

49. This Committee has hitherto dealt with a number of matters of a severely 
tecihnioal characiter, and of somewhat second class importance. As a result of the 
lesolution which we have already descnbed in the lioport of the Economic Conference, 
these aciivitii's are in future to be broadened, and the Committee will have a certain 
measure or responsibility in regard to the first class (luestions of economics, including, 
above all, the question of tariffs. During the last year the normal activities of the 
Committee have been subordinated to those connected with the Economic Conference, 
and s<ane of the .subj(!Cts under consideration, for instance, the abolit ion of import and 
exjxirt prohibitions and restrictions, became merged in the agenda of the Conference. 
It has, however, continued to d(K useful work, and one subject which rejjuires to be 
mentioned heie is the draft Pi'ot()C(d on the execution of foreign arbitial awarils. 

50. A I'rot/M^ol on coiuniercial arbitration was adopted at the Fourth Assembly 
recognising the universal validity as between Signatory States of clauses for the settle¬ 
ment of disputes by arbitration, which are voluntarily inserted in cominon ial contracts 
l)etweeeii the nathmals of different countrie's. This l’roto(a>l has been ratified on behalf 
of Great Ifritain and various jiarts of the British Empire', and a considerable number 
of foreign countries, but not by India. Gn the whole, the number of accessi<jns has 
been ('cjusidered disappointing, and this is believed to be due to the absence of any 
arrangements for the execution <d' arbitral awards. The Economic Committee has 
further bei'ii engaged in drawing up provisions to supplement the I’rotocol in this 
respect, and the result of their labours came Ix'fore the JOightli Assembly in the form 
<)f a draft suiiplenientary J^rotocol for the execution of awards. The Second Committee, 
to whom this draft was referred, determined to refer it, together with the ('omim'nts 
and observations of various Governments, to a Sub-Conunittee of legal exj)erts for final 
preparation. A member of our Delegation, Sir Edward Chamier, served on this Sub- 
CcHuinittee, and his kn<»wledge of the British and Indian system of law was of great 
value in ensuring that the jirotocol was not modified to meet the n*(juircmeuts of 
Continental law in such a manner as to make it unacceptablo to countrii's in whicdi the 
other system prevails. 'J'he new (kmvention (the I’rotoccd form having been replaced 
by that of a (kmvention) is now open for signature, together with the original Instru¬ 
ment, and we understand that the Government of India will be jireparcd to consider 
adhesion to tlic two Instruments taken together. We under-stand that this Convention 
which, owing to its highly technical character, did not receive much general attention, 
may be ranked amonfg the most solid achievements of the I'lighth Assembly. 

51. Sir Fazl-i-Husain spoke in the debate in the Second Committee on the work 
of the Economic! Committee, and congratulated the Economic (lommittec' on a good 
year’s work in spite of the fact that its activities hud been naturally ovc'rshadowed by 
the Economic Conference. With reference to the approaching couf('rence for the 
abolition of import and export prohibitions and restrictions, he said that India 
wel(!omed this (!onference because, like other such conferences, it would contribute to 
the mutual understanding which followed a frank examination of circumstances. He 
stated that India was prepared to incur lesponsibilities which othei-s were ready to 
incur, to the .same extent and simultaneously, and that it was on reciprocity that a 
country in the position of India was bound to rely. With regard to the subject of the 
treatment of foreign nationals and enterprises he called attention to a defect in the 
draft resolution, and proposed an addition which was accejjted. He stated the position 
of India with regard to the I’lshocol on commercitil arbitration and expressed the view 
that the obj(!('tion whi(!h had hitherto been taken to this Protocol on the paid of India 
might be withdrawn when it and the (knivamtion which was being drawn up on the 
execution of awards came to be consideied together. On the subject of economi(! 
statistics he agreed that there could be no two opinions as to the desirability of uiiifi(!a- 
tion, but he pointed out that the statistics which were desired might not be always 
available, and that their collection might be so costly that some States would not feel 
ju-stified in incurring the req^uisite expenditure. He stated, finally, that the imjmrtauce 
of e(!onomic barometers could not be over estimated. The economic baioineter of the 
future would have to be one whicdi was extremely sensitive and delicate, and whic'h 
served for all (!ountries, all climes and all continents. He thought that the work was 
one whi(!li in its universality was an ideal work for the League to accomplish. 

I<Tn.\ncial Committee. 

52. This Committee hag hitherto played a more piorninent rfile than that of its 
twin organisation, the Economic Committee, but the result of the resolution adopted 
]>y the Assembly in regard to the Economic Conference will no doubt be to adjust this 
disparity. The principal tasks of the Financial Committee have been the restoration 
of the Austrain and Hungarian currencies and a number of other financial measures 
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of almost equal iiiysortance, sucli as those in connection with Danzig and Estonia, and 
the financial supei-vision of the .settlement of Greek and Bul^^arian refugees. Probably 
the League has not up to date made any contribution to the general cause of peace 
and prosperity greater than ^^those which are covered by these headings. These 
important and valuable works have been mainly of interest to Eurc)pe, but another 
pi'ohlem wliicli has been under tin; consideration of the Financial (iJommittee, riz., that 
of double tii.vation and fisttal evasion, is of more general ajqdication. The latter 
(piestions have now reached a stage at wUicli four draft Conventions have been drawn 
up after long and exhaustive technical examination, and have been circulated to 
Governments for consideration. 

bd. The Coinniittee has also made much prctgress with an interesting new scheme, 
which is bebeved to contain great jiossibilities. This is a s<'heme for the financial 
assistance of States which may be (he victims of aggression. It arises from proposals 
submitted by the Finnish Delegation to the Preparatory Commission for the Disarina- 
nient Confui-ence, and its importance lies in the fact, that it is a conci-ete ajiplicatiou 
of the principle of Article lb of the Covenant, which provides in principle that Members 
of the League who are attacked by another State should receive economic and financial 
assistani-e frcmi other Membei-s. The jiroject had only been- circidated a short time 
before the Assembly, and many Governments, including- tlie Government of India, had 
not had an opportunity of examining it and formulating (heir attitude. In these 
cii’cumstances the Assembly could md do more than recommend it for fiiithei- favoui- 
able consideration in the. liglit of the views of Governments, wlien these have been 
collected. The British Delegation welcomed the scheme, and undertook to c<»-ojierate 
in it on the understanding that it formed purl of a general settlement of the Disarma¬ 
ment ])r(ddem. This sidieme is referred to fui-thei- in paragrajdi 1)9. 

54. Sir Fazl-i-llusain .spoke in the course of (he debate in the Second (knnmittee 
cii the work of (he Financial (k)nimittee. lie referred to (h(> valuable work whicdi the 
Committee hud dom* in enabling countiies which were siitferiug from iii-ute financial 
cri.ses to s(,abilis(> tlu'ir currency and to effect budget e(juilihrium, and to ol)tain (lirough 
the credit and prestige of tin' League neccs.sary loans at a lower rate of interevst than 
would have,been possible otherwise. Help given in this way was, he said, help to 
individual countries, and in cf)unti'ies outside Europe there was a section of the public 
ahiidi was disposed io enii)hasise the fact that the beneficent work of the League was 
limited to a certain tract in Kuroi)e, and was therefore nut international in the larger 
sense of the term. As a rule it was only .delegates from countries directly affected 
by (he woVk of the Financial Committee who took part in this debate, and he felt 
obliged, as a delegate from a countiy which could not be imduded in this description, 
to meet the criticism which he had indicated. 'I'liis work showed emphatically that 
(he League was not a body of talkcTs, and it provc'd how effectively the Lcnigue could 
deal with jcractical jcroblems. He rc'.i’oiced in this work because it enabled (he League 
to consolidate' its ])osition, and he was sure that if reqiu'sts similar to those which 
had come from Austria, Hungary and other countries W(>re to come from another 
continent (hey would receive the .same sympathc'tic' consideration as was c'xtt'nded to 
(he European countries. 

OlUi.VNISATION FOE CO-MMUNICATION.S ANII ThaXSIT. 

55. Apart from the general Conventions drawn up at the J''irst and Swond General 
Conferences of (his Organisation a( Barcelona and Geneva in regal'd to ciuestions of 
navigation and maritime ports, etc., the activities of the Grganisalion have been almost 
entirely confined to Europe, including sucli questions as navigation of the Danube 
and tile international railway services. The Assembly Itesohition of ]9‘J(i had expressed 
a hope that the 'I’liu'd General tkmference would consider the question of improving, 
as far u.s jatssible, technical liii/son between the work of the Organisation and the 
specialised administrations and ex])erts of non-European countries. 'I'lie Third General 
Conference was held at Geneva just before the Eighth A,sseml)ly, and it adopted a 
new constitution which is designed to facilitate the representation and participation 
aif distant countries. 

5(). We had the. advantage of being represi'uted in the Se 'oud Committee, whi'ii 
the report of the 'I'hird General fkmference was under discussion, by Sir C. 1*. 
llamuswanii Ayyur, who had been the delegate of India at the C'onference, and who 
was therefore acquainted with (he work of the Organisation and with its plans for 
the future. In recognition of (he furh that the Organisation was endeavouring to 
broaden its hitherto somewhat restricted activities, Sir C. P. llamaswami Ayyar sjioki' 
ill the Second Committee and said thattlie hibonrs of the Third C'onference had marked 
a great advance towards the mutual understanding of national and international 
problems. He noted tlie fact that States which were not Members of the League, 
such as the United States of America and Egypt, and also jiowerfnl organisations like 
the International Chamber of Commerce, had co-<ipcruted. He referred to the projmsal 
which had been adopted in regard to the application of a system of identity certificates 
in lieu of national passports to persons who were withont nationality or whose 
nationality eould not be ascertained, and was glad that this scheme had been adopted 
in a form which tended to obviate the ohjeetioiis whieli had lieen fell by eerlain 
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oouutnes. The tlemion ou these proiwsals was in the form of a recommendation, 
uiid uot of a resolution bitidiug upon (ioveniiueuts. Witli regarfl to the proposals 
tor the collection and exchanjfte of iiiformatiou ou coimnuuicatious he was glad that the 
(./oulerence had dispelled the fears which were entertained at one time that a special 
oigauisution of considerable size charged with new wfii’k was going to be created, 
t he scheme it left the Conference had been restricted to the collection of information 
of a nou-conndential character which was already at the disposal of (iovcrnmeiits, and 
tile provision of which would involve (ioverniiients in no additional expense, ft mify 
be noted, however, that when this scheme cuuie before the Fourth Committee for 
approval of a supplementary estimate of the J/ciigiie Imdget, the Fourth Committee 
t()()k the view, in which the Indian delegate coiicuiTed, that, desirahlo as I lie collection 
of this information miglit be, the work was of less urgency and necessity than otlier 
tasks lor which siipplementaiy estimates were demaaded, and it therefore decided by 
a majority vote not to approve the supplcineiilai'y estinialc. It may lie observed 
that, since the (ieiieral Conference, and under the new eonstifutioii of tlie Orgaiiisaiioii 
which was approved at tlic (loiiferenee, the iiiteiests of Asia in the work of tlie 
Organisation have been recognised by the ajijioiiifmenl of a Siainese meiiiher to the 
Advisory and Technical (Committee. 

t 

COMMITTEE III.— Arbitration, Security, and Reduction of Armanwnts. 

57. In addition to the material describing the lueimrutory work during the last 
12 months^ for the IJisannament (.'ontVrence, which meluded various studies of legal 
(luestioiis in regard to security arising out of the tiovenaiif, the Third Couiinittec had 
hi*fore it the Jfutch proiKisal for tlie further study of the jirineijili's of nrhitratioii, 
security and disaniiament, and the Polish jiroposal foi' the proliihltion of all wars of 
aggression, both of which had been referred to if liy tiie Assomblv. Further jiroposiils, 
which will he referred to shortly, were introduced iu t'lie course of thi* discussions 
of the Committee by the French, (feriimn, Helgian, Norwegian and Finnish Delegations. 
'I lie Committee had thus to deal with a licwildering, and lo some extent conflicting, 
mass of material, and it was no smaU aehievcmeiit to produce from this a series of 
proyMisitions wliieh w'ere coherent, lucid ami of great value. The Commit lee held 11 
mi'etings, oiudi (d' wliieli hmied for several hours. 

Lonn Lyttox’s iSvki5cii. 

58. Speaking towards the end of the general discussion in the Third Committee, 
Lord Lyllon described* the position of India. He said that India was less iutiuiately 
concerned with the sahjeet of the debate than other countries whose delegates liad 
taken a prominent part in it. The army niaiiilaiued in India for internal security and 
for tlie defence of ils land frontiers had been coiisiderahly reduced in recent years. 
'J’he tusk uism wliich it was engaged was different from that wliicli most delegates 
hud in uiiiul when they spoke of war and the alternatives to war. The majority of 
the Members of the Leagiie were nations whose aruiainonts existed to deal with a 
contingency which they believed to he remote and tlicy hoinnl would never arise. India, 
on the cotrury, liad on her frontiers tribes w'hose traditions and instincts and habits of 
life were those of war; not war us a resort to force as u final measure after all the 
resources of dipfomimy hud been exhausted, "but war in a more primitive sense as an 
almost daily occupation und as a profession of briguiidage. With sucli neighbours 
the securities wdiich the League had to offer could be of no value. He. therefore 
addressed the Committee rather as a sincere lieliever in the value of the League than 
as a delegate of a country which derived any sjiccial advantage from the security 
offered by the League. He hud been struck by the value w’liiidi speakers seemed to 
attach to the re-afiinnatioii of ])riiiciples which liad already been accepted not merely 
as ideals hut ns practical obligations. The danger was not Ihut the principles of the 
Jjeagiie should be forgotten, hut that tliey should come to he regarded us no more 
Ilian foruiulte or counsels of perfection which belonged to the region of ideals rather 
than to the priudice of States, lie said it was the business of the (Committee not- 
merely lo dream of di,sarinament, or to re-iiffinn general principles, hut to work out 
their practical application in a world of realities. Some were inclined to insist on 
the need for action, others on the difficulties of uctiou; both lines of thought w’ere 
helpful. It was the public opinion of the world w'hich was the motive force of the 
J|eiigue; some currents of opinion iiiighi appear to he opposed to their wishes or ends; 
they could not be ignored, and it was inijiossible to go against tlieni, but by tacking 
either to tlie right or to the left it might be possible to make even those currents serve 
for progress towmrds the goal. It was a question in that Committee not of defining 
the goal, hilt of finding means of approaching it. If one means proved abortive, 
another must he sought. If one coiiferenee on disarmament failed, it w'as better to 
e.xplore the causes of its failure than to bewail the fact. The task of the T>eagiu* was 
to improve, if possible, the imu-hiiiery of arbitration, to make that method of settling 
disputes more attractive to the notions of the world, to increase, if nossihle, the security 
which could be afforded against aggression and so to make possible ,tliat progressive 
disarinanieiit w’hich every country desired for its well-being and development. 
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Debate in C^ommittbe. 

r)9. The Trench Delegation submitted a draft lesolution recommending the 
concluaion of arbitration agreements between States in osder to create the mutual 
confidence wliich was iudi8j)en8able to the effective coutiii’rauce of the work of the 
I'reparutory (Jommittee; secondly, requesting tlie Council to direct that Committee 
lo study simultaneously with the [ireparation of a draft Convention for the limitation 
and leduction of armaments, measures calculated to give ail States 8U<;h guarantees 
of security as would enable tliem to retluce their armaments to the lowest possible 
figure in their proposals at the Conference; and thirdly, f'xpressing the opinion that 
such measun's would be found in special security ugreenKMils, and a modification of 
the provisions of the Protocol of 1924 in the. (lirection of greater elasticity Whicdi 
would enable States to graduate their commiliueuts according to the relations existing 
between themselves and other States. The German Delegation, with roforenco, to 
the suggestiolPtliat the Preparatory Committee should not continue its work until fur- 
flier international security had hecui attairu'd, oiiscu'ved that Germany and certain other 
States had already been disarmed, and urg<‘d that the Confcroiice should he held on 
the basis (ff the existing conditions of security. Count Perustorff' pro])osed that the 
Preparatory Committee should he utged ifi complete its work as soon as possible uiid 
thus enable the. Council to convene the Disannament ('ontevence before the next 
ordinary sessicjn of the Assembly. The Dutch, Premrh and German proposals were* 
leterred to a Suh-Committee which thi'ew them iiitc* the tonn of a single draft res«)lutioii. 
4 Wo notici'uhle inoditiciatious were iiit i-odiiced. ,\s drafted by the Sub-(^)uiinittee the 
lesolution jirovides for the appointment of a Special Committee to study measures 
relating to guarantees of seerrrity instead of leaving this to the Preparatory (himmittee 
and suggests that one of those measures might coiisist in invitations from the Council 
to the several States to inform it of the measures wliich they would he prejiared to 
lake lo support the Council's decision in the event of a conflict breaking out in a 
given region. After some discussion as to the meaning of tin* second alteration, tin* 
draft of the Suh-Committ(‘e was in substance approved by the Third Committee. It 
was siieciully tpado clear that it was for the individual States in their rc'plies to iiidlcute 
what, if any, was the “ given region " in which IIk'v would he prepai’ed to take 
measures to support a decision of the Council, '[’he Bidgiau Delegation drew attention 
to the difficulty of limiting air armaments without interfering with civil aviation and 
to the recommendations of the Preparatory Committee on this subject, and proposed 
a I{(*solution*to the effect that it was desirabh* that the development of civil aviation 
should ho directed solely towards economic ends, lo the exclusion of military (’ousidera- 
tions. This proposal was ai>])]'ovt‘d. The Aorwegiun Delegation projrosed the opening 
of an o])tiounl Convention for ol)ligalory arbitration of disjmtes.* After a reference 
to the First Committee it was decided that the i^ihject should he considered by the 
Preparatory Committee on Disarmament liustly, 1h(‘ Third ftommittee accepted a 
resolution j)ropo8ed by the Finnish Delegation on the subject fif giving financial 
assistance to a Slate which might be* the victim of aggression. Lord Lyttou stated 
that be bad had no instructions ri'gurdiug this proposal, and made it clear that by 
Voting for the resolntion he would not commit (be Government of India to any financial 
liability. If was stated in reply to Tiord T^ytton that in accepting the rc'solution the 
Assembly would only be authorising further study of the scheme. 

(JO. At the close of its pi'oceedirigs the Tliird Committee submitted to the Assembly 
a series of five resolutions dealing ( ouijneliensively with the Dutcli, Frejicli, (Termaii, 
Norwegian, Belgian and Finnish ^noposals, also with reports of (he Council regarding 
the methods to ho employed in order to enforce llie oblignlioiis of th(' Cov(>uaut as 
e.’Cpeditiously as possible and the working of the f)rgans of tlie League in times of 
emergency. '1 he I'csolutions were in due coinsc* approved by the .\ssemhly. 


SUMMAUY OK IlESOl.U'nO.V ON Dl.SAKM A.M KN'I'. 

(Jl. The leading tc^atuves of the fiftli and most important of these vesolutioiia. 
which deals with the I’reparatory Committee for (he Disarmamen. Conference, are 
briefly us follows: It records a conviction that the principal condifiou of success in the. 
work of disarmament is “ that every Slate should be sure of not having to provide 
unaided for its security by moans of its own armameuls, and should be able to rely also on 
the organised collective action of the Leagiu* of Nations.’" It asks tor the completion 
of the tocliuical woi'k of the J*re])aratoi'y Commiflee to hi' hastened, and tor the Con¬ 
ference on the limitation and reduction of arinaiiieiits l.o bo convened imuiediately this 
work has been completed. 'I'his meets the view of the German Delegation that 
disarmament is juissile and should he proceeded with under existing conditiojis of 
security. At the sty,ne time, to meet the view that increased security must he found, 
the resolution recpiesls that the Preparatory Committee should he authorised to create 
without delay a Committee whose duty would be to (consider, on the lines indicated 
by the Preparatory Committee, ‘‘ the measures capable of giving to States th(> 
guarantees of arbitration .and seourity iiecessary to enable fliem to fix the level of 
their armaments at the lowest possible figures in an international disarmament agree¬ 
ment.” The resolution goes on to indicate that these measures should he souglit 
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in a variety of ways, and in enumerating' these ways it udv<rt!ateH tlie prineiple of 
regional agreements, of wliicli the Locarno Treaties are tlie type. These agreements 
are iles<'ribed as those “ which the States Members of the League may couelude among 
tiiemselves, irvespj'ctive oltlieir obligations under the. Covenant, with a view to making 
their commitments proportionate to the degree »)f solidarity of a geogi’aphieal or other 
nature existing between themselves and other Stales." The resolution <-oncludes witJi 
the idea to which we have already referred that the Council should invite the sewnral 
States to inform it " of the measures which they would be jirepured to take, iri’espective 
of their obligations under the C(jvenant, to suiiixnt the Covincirs decisions t)r re<'om- 
inendations in the event of a conflict breaking out in a given region.'’

(12. The Assembly passed a resolution on this subject lust year and acting on that 
the Council i-eferred the draft (i’onventiou whieh had been iliawn up to a Special 
Committee with instructions to iwepare a final draft which uiiglit serve as a basis 
lor an Intejiuitional Conference. Ihe Special ('omniittce mot in March 1927 and 
prepared a report which showed that there were tumlaiiienlal ditferenci's of opinion 
Uelween the membeis. Several speakers referi’ed to the subject in the 'rhird Coniniittee. 
Tlie Committee appeared to be unanimous in thinking that a solution of the problem 
was indisjiensable in eonnoctiou with the question of disarmament. 'J lie, majority 
seemed to he inclined to the view that the jirivate luanufaeture of arms must be dealt 
witli in a majiner different from that provided for Stale manufacture. ’I'he 'riiirtl 
Committee iiroixised, and the Assembly ajiproved, a ri*solution re-atlirming the great 
importanee of the subject and suggesting a (.’oUTeiilion providing for the supei'inteiul- 
ence of the jirivate manufacture <d' arms and for juiblicity with regard (o the manu¬ 
facture of arms either by a State or by a private jierson or firm. 


COMMITTEE IV.—Financial Questions. 

The TjEague Hudoet. 

B;j. Tho.se who remember the Itejxjrt of the Indian Delegation at lite last Assembly 
will be aware that the Assembl.v apjiroved u Hosolution of the Fourth Committee wliicii 
was moved by Sir C. 1’. Kaniaswumi Ayyar, the Indian delegate on tliat Committee, to 
the effect that it was desirable, withbut putting obstacles in the way of the dc-velopinent 
of the League, to keep in view a maximum liiuii of expenditure with tlu* object of 
seouring that tlic coiitributioiis of individual States should not normally in future exceed 
their coiitributioiis for that year. It was naturally the object of tlie Indian Delegulion 
this year to remind the ]‘'ourth Coinniitt(‘e and the Assembly of this llesolntion and to 
secure as far as iiossible that this principle was not disregarded. 

()4. In the Imdget which was lue.sented to this year’s Assmnhly. the total estimates 
for 1928 were jilaced at 24,879,(i22 francs, the real inciease ol exjienditnn* on the 
basis of these estimates as compared with the budget approvixl for 1927 being about 
10(1,000 francs. The estimates for the Secretariat and the Ferinaiient Court of Inter- 
iiationul Justice taken together showed a small decri'ase, and the increase ot the total 
was caused liy an increa.se in the estimates for the 1 ntmnat ionul laibour (Irganisation, 
It had been stated, on the authority of the Secretai'y-(leneral, that although the gross 
expenditure contemplated for 1928 was greater than that for 1927, the net burden 
on each Member of the League woulil not in all probability be heavier in view of 

the distribution among the Members of the League of the greater part of the surplus 

for 192ti. This statement was weleoine to us as showing incidentally the I'tt'i'ct of 
the Indian Delegation's Resolution last year, but we had to take into account (1) the 
normal practice of bringing Sujiplcmentary Estimates of considerable amounts before 
the Assembly, (2) the possible retirement of Sjiain and Rraxil n<‘xt year, and (8) the 
jiossibility of a (considerable charge falling uiion the l^eugue of Nations in two or 

three years’ time in respect of the Singapore Bureau (a matter of great interest to 

India), w'luMi the Rockefeller contributions, by wdiich the Bureau is chiefly suj^ported 
at present, come to an end. The retirement of Sjiain and Brazil next, year has still 
to be reckoned witii. We have hopes Hint the financing of the Singapore Bureau 
for a considerable furlhej' jieriod may be assured without heavy additional charges 
falling ui>nn the l./enguo. In legard to Sujiiilementai'y Estimates, a serious position 
was revealed. Supidenientary Estimates of nenily 1,0()0,(M)() francs were submitted 
by the TiOague uutliorities to tlie Supervisory (Jommission, and after luiining by the 
Supervisory Commi.ssion, were presented to the Fourth (Committee to the amount of 
over 609,(KM) francs. Tliesiq it was understood, would increase the unit of contr{b\ition 
(the number of units for whieh India is resyionsible being 56) by well over 1,()()() francs 
after all off-,sets have been allowed for. The task of trying to effect reductions was, 
therefore, inenml>ent upon those delegations, in('luding our own, who are artunterl by 
motives of economy in practice as well os in principle. 
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G6. The general debate ou tlie budget was opened by the British delegate, 
Sir Edward Hilton Young, who was lollowed by Sir 0. 1'. Buniaswami Ayyar. Tin* 
latter said that his llesolution of last year had been put forward not only from puxol\ 
et;onomic (‘onsiderations, hut aleo to ensure that States tliat were far removed from 
the immediate scene of the labours of the League might be assured that its work was 
of us comprehensive and universal a ciiuj'a<-ter as ])ossible. New (commitments entcu'ed 
ink) should be considered with reference to whal would happen not only during the 
year under i-eview, but in future years. He also referred to the imiiortance of applying 
a llesolution passed by a pievious Assemlily to ihe effect that special investigations 
made in the interest of one or more Members of tlie League should be j)aid foi' by 
those Members, and he urged that wlnm States which were not Members of the Ijeugue 
look part in (.’onfei'ences organised liy the League those States should be expected to 
pay their fair share of the expenses of such (lonfeiences. He also nd'erred to the 
necessity for regulating the publicutioiis of tlie League as far as possible on a sound 
(commercial lAsis, and suggested that agents should be ajiiKiinted in distant countries 
with a view to the dissemination of those publications. In the course of the subsequent 
debate on the details of the budget he raised various points of detail, as, for instance, 
in regurd»to the financing of tlie iSingapoi'e Bureau, in regard tij tlie estimate presented 
for the settlement of disputi's under thoiTi-ansit Organisation, and as to the ]ij-oposal 
to authoiise the Ti’ansit Organisation to collect information on tlie subji*ct of com- 
hiunicatioiis. Ho served as a member of a Suli-t'ommittee to deal witli a jirojiosal 
for the formation of an administiative trilmnal to setth' any point which might arisi' 
in connection with the contracts under which ineinbers of the staff' of tlie Si'crctai iat 
ami Internutiomil LalKiur Offi(ce are serving. Hi* was also scl(>cted to serve as one of 
the members of the Eoui’tli Commiffee dejiufed to confer with members of tin* Eiist 
('ommittee in regard to tlie jirojiosals for tlie (’odificatiuii of International Law. 

(i(). Sir (\ 1’. Humaswami Ayyui’s remarks are reflected, together witii those ot 
other delegates, in the Ileport of the Fourth (Vimmiltee. This Keport indicates tliut 
the ex])enditure of the Lcuigue was not increasing in proportion to tlie new' tasks 
(•ntrusted to the League and to the iiicrea.sed work thcrehy involved for tlic various 
organs of the. League. So far as figures are a reliabh' guide, the amount of work 
done* by flie stuff' has giiiwu coiisiderahly in recent years. If the Assembly decided 
to entrust new tasks to tlie Secretariat, it was .necessary either to increase tlie Iiudget 
or to susjieiid tempoiaiily some jiai-t of the* normal duties of the Si'cretariat. 'I'he liejMirl 
iiidicntos*u view that if the (*xpemliture of the Jjeagne is not to he develoj-ied iudefiiiitel.\', 
the fjeugiie will sooner or later he obliged to impose limits on I'equests for further exjieu- 
diture, uiid it is suggested that the Assemlily might, at some time be iuvit<*d to ap])oiiii a 
small body to deal with further jirojiosuls for expenditure, and to exiimiiie the order iti 
wliich new tasks entrusted to the l,eague slimild In; um!(>rtaken. 'I’lu* Uejiort also states 
that the I’uhlmations Dfqiartmeiit is b(*iug n-orgniiiised, with a view to placing its 
ojierutions uiion a morn commercial basis, ami that a coiisiderahly larger amount in 
r(‘Hi)e(d. of icceiiits from the sales of juibliciitions was anticipated in tin* near fiitiiri*.

f)T. On tlie subject of Suiiiih'mentary Estimates a long and arduous debate took 
lilaee. 'I'liis debate revealed in the l''ointh (kimmittee a l•('al and earnest desire for 
(*c(momy, although it may be open to question whether tliis desire was fully im])le- 
mented. At the same time it indicated unmistakably the jicciiliar difficulties of 
tinaiicial control in tlie nniijue circumstances of Ihe l.cague, which ari.se from the 
absence of an (*xecnii\e anlluirity with jiowei’ to determim* the priority in whicli 
liro])osal8 involving expenditure should be undertaken. Tlic Indian I)cl(*gatioii, to¬ 
gether with the British l)(*l(*g'at ion, followed tin* jiolicy of siqipoi tiiig the authority 
ot the Suiicrvisory (kimmissioii, which is (he most I'ff'ectivi* oigiiii for financial control 
111 flu* licagne’s jiossession, and for the creation of which, it may be remembered, a 
past Indian T)(*Iegatimi was larg(*ly resiKinsihle. 1’liis Conimission, of which Ixird 
Meston is a member, scrutinises in tin* most thorough and cfficii'iif iruniier the financial 
jirovision for tlie measures whicli the League has iii baud or (h'c'ides to take in hand, 
hut it lucks the ultimate power of selection among tho.so mcasines. It is. in out- 
view, V(*ry desimble, if not necessary, that in the near future tlie Assembly should 
find some means of satisfying the lu-inciph*, which is an ('ssential part of tlie financial 
juxicedure of nationul Governments. Serious wariiing-s were expressed in the Fourth 
{■ommittee as to the teiidciicies which are at prc'scnt ?vid(*nt, and wliich, though thev 
could not fairly uf prcsc'uf be said to lie out of control, may at any time* lead i.o serious 
results unless ilie financial initiative cun be somehow limited. It should not, however, 
be. supposed thiit the sum total of Leugin* exiieiiditun* at jiresent is anything hut 
moderate, having regard to the importance and resiionsibilitics of the League. 

68. Gur remarks may be illustrated by the discussions which took place on two 
supplementary demands, one for a sum to enable the 'rnuisit Section to collect infor- 
ipation on the subject of communiciitions, and the other for the expenses of the work 
of codifying international bnv. The first arose from a reconnneudatiou of the Thinl 
General Conferenre on Transit and (Communications, wliieh hail been approved by the 
Second Committee, and a demand hud been presented for 40,000 fa-ancs to proreed with 
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tile work during 1928. The debate uu thia demand rauged aa «iiuch over questioiiH 
of pnuoipie relating to the status and authority of the Supervisory Commission, us 
over the actual desirability of the proposed services, which few delegates desired to 
question. Sir C.. T. Kamuswami Ayyar said tliul aliihough he had as a delegate at 
tile Third (jrener^l Conference and as a Member of the Second Committee supported 
the project lor which this demand was made, lie felt ybliged, in view of the gravity 
of the tinaucial situation, and of the necessity for making some selection among ethe 
service.H for which supplementai’y credits weie asked, to vote against the credit in 
tlie 1 oitrin t ommittee. Eventually the estimate w'as rejected by a majority vote, but 
after farther negotiations with the Second Committee, it was agreed that the Secretariat 
should continue the woi'k already begun, so far as might be possible w’ithout the 
additional credit, and a hope was expressed that tho* criHlit in ijiiestion might upiiear 
III the Budget of 1929. 

09. In the second case the Supervisory Commission had aciepted u supplementary 
e.stimate lor 80,000 francs for the preparatory work necessary to enable International 
Conference to be held in 1929 to attempt the codilication of inteinational law on certain 
subjects fsee paragraph 20 above), but, in ordei' to avoid seiious additional expenditure, 
it had proposed to compensate for the admission of the suiijilenientary item by deleting 
n provision of 75,000 francs in the original bmlget to enable the (^imniitteo of Experts 
on this subjiHit to continue its work. The view of the Sujiervisory (rimmissiou was 
supported by a majority vote of the Eourth (Vmnuittee, but it was agreed that any 
pai't of the sum allotted for the preparation for the (inference which might not actually 
be found to be necessary for that jmrpose might be used for a further mi^eting of the 
('ommittee of Exjierts. In spite of this decision, and in spite of the fact that the 
First. Committee, to w'hom the decision u a.s conimunicatcd, had raised no objection, 
the luatter was brought up again in the Assembly, wbere the. recommendation of the 
Fourth (’ommittee wa.s rejected by a small majority. 'I'he Eourth Committee was 
asked to consider the matter again with a view to reaching the neces.sary unanimity, 
and a. debate took place which lasted until alter midniglit. In the course of this 
debate. Sir Eazl-i-Husain said he thought no one had disimted (he fact (hat the work 
of the Committee of Experts wa.s of great ^aliu* to flu* League of Nations. 'I'he former 
decision of the Fourth Conunitlee did not involve the interruption of this work, and 
it was only a (luestion of the ])ace at which it would iiroceed. 'I'he South American 
countries chiinied that this credit should not he ret used, mi the ground that the w'ork 
of codifying international law was one of the few activities of the Leapue in which 
they were diiectly interested, hut hr asked tlmt the Committee should take* an ecpuil 
interest in the position of certain other countries who paid their annual coutrihution, 
hut iierluips derived even less direct henelil from the work of the Jjeague than the 
South American countries. Notwitlistnnding the fact tliat Ihe direct henefit to them 
of tile work of the League was comparatively small, these other countries readily 
voted various credits for linmanltariun work which did not hciieHl them; hut he said 
that it w'as important that the Committee should realise tlmt the contimial increase 
in tlie unit of contribution might veneb the point of becoming intolerable, and each 
addition would jiossibly prove to be the h’st straw which hroke tlie camel’,s hack. 
After Sir Fazl-i-Hiisain had spoken, a solntimi was pro])osed hy which, although the 
hudget jirovision was not increased, those wlio wished (o (msiire a furtlier meeting 
of the ('ommittee of Experts in 1928 were given reason to c*xpect that su'Hieient funds 
would he found by transfer from another head of the hudget if nocessarv. This s<jlution 
was accepted by the Fourth Committee and later by the Assembly with the necessary 
unanimity. 

70. The debate on these two matters attracted very considerable notice, and w'e 
believe that, apart from the decisions reached on tlie particular issues, they will exercise 
a .salutary influence on the general tendency of the financial jidlicy of the Iieague. 
'I'ho result of the debate on Supjilomentnry Fstiinates was to raise the total budget 
to 25,808,817 francs. 'L’he. net contribution of India for 1928 will be about .£5l,4(M) as 
compared with about £50,150 for 1927. 

A i.r.ocATioN OK Expkn.sks. 

80. 'Two years ago a jiroviucial scale was adopted for tin' allocation of the 
expenses of the League between tlie States Members, which was to last for three yeais, 
and was due to come up for further consideration at the Assembly of 1928. 'I'he 
budget for 1928 included an estimate to ]novide tor a meeting this winter of the 
Standing (Committee on Allocation of Expenses, so that new pi'oposuls might be brought 
before tlie next Assembly. When this estimate came before the Fourth Coimnittee, 
M. Hc'veilhiud, the Flench delegate, who is (’hairman of the Allocation Committee, 
said that, after considering the economic conditions of the various countries, he* had 
come to the conclusion that the general economic’ situation of the world would not be 
vsafficieutly stable, at any rale for some years to come, to permit of any satisfactory 
iWmanent settlement of this question in the immediate future. In these circum¬ 
stances, he themght that there would be no object in holding a session of the Committee 
as had been intended, and accordingly he projmsed a reduction of the estimate. The 
claims of India for a reduction of her share of the expenditure of the Iieague have 
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always been stronffly pi'essed in the paHt. Ah it had not been anticipated that the 
matter would he raisAl this year, the Indian Delef^atiou had no definite instructioiiH 
and were not in a position to accept any arrunffement under which the present scale 
would continue in force for a n«nnl»er of yeaiN. Tb<ire was obviously nothing; to he 
gained by insisting on a inec'tin If of the Alhn^alion Committee being held during the 
jiresent winter, as the Pourth Committee was clearly impreHsed with M. lieveillatid’s 
arguments, « liich were, in fact, of a convincing natTire. Sir C. P. Hamaswami Ayyar, 
on hehalf of the Indian De!egati«)n, confined liiniself to secTiring an understanding 
tliat the acceptance of the ])roj)()Hal to redu(-e the estimate did not restrict the liberty 
of the next Assembly to dismiss the matter again.

HI. For the earlier history of tin’s matter icfercnce is invited to the lleport of the 
Indian Deleganon to the Special .\sscmhly ot 1920. I'ltis Assembly had approved 
projiosals foj- tile construction ot a new Assmiibly Hall and of new otficcis for tlie 
Secretariat and for the imrcliase of the building land. It bad adopted a jirovisional 
estimate of*nearly 17,000,<•()() francs, inclnding a snni of 4,000,000 francs which is the 
guaranteed price for the sale of the building at present occupied by the Secretarial. 
A competition of architects has since licen held, and as many us OTT designs were 
submitted. The Jury of Ai-chi1ects which examined these jilans decided unanimously 
tlia't the results of the competition did not justify it in recommending any one of the 
plans for execution. 'I'hcy decided 1o dispose of the prize mone>" !)>• giving nine ei)ual 
prizes to the nine competitoi-s whose designs ajipeared fo them to he tlie best, and 
further smaller sums to 18 further designs, arranged in two classes of nine each, which 
were coiisideied worthy of liononrahle mention. When the report of th(‘ Jury of 
Architect,s came before the Assemhlv a Committee of livi* members was appointed to 
consider tlie iiuestion and report hack to the Assembly. 'riii.«. Committee repoi'ted that, 
after allowing foi- the ]iurelias(> of land and other general expenses, and for interest 
on the mish halaime actually in the licague’s ])ossession. and for the guarnteed sah> 
firice of the presmit Secretariat Imilding, there would he a .sum of 15,401),000 francs 
available for hiiiiding ])urposo,s. 'I'hey thonghi that the sum available wouhl not he 
sufficient to ensure that the new buildings would, without being actually luxurious, 
h(> satisfactoi'.X' from the a-sthetic as well as from the practical point of view, and they 
ladieved that jt was riecesHary to contemplate an increase of the < redit allotted to 
approximately 15),500,000 francs. ()n their recommendation tlie A.s.seml)ly approved in 
principle that the sum to h(> snent on the new hnililings shoulrl he increased to 
aj>i»roxinnitcly this figure, on the nmlmstamling that the exact amount of the supple¬ 
mentary credit nece.ssary would he submitted to the*Assemhly at its next session. The 
(htmmitlee further expressed the view that the ultimate choice of a plan shoulil he 
made from among those which reci-iveil the nine ('(jual jnizes, and it recommended that 
a small Committee should he a])pointed with full ]>owers to choose, with any changes 
that might he neeessarv, the ]dan whii'h in theii- opinion most nearly satisfied i(><iuire- 
ments. Aftm' some discussion in the .Assemhlv these iecomniendntions were a])proved, 
and the members wiio had served on the ('iimmittce which had made these jecommen- 
dations were aii])ointed to constitute the Committee which is to continue to deal with 
tlie (] nest ion. 

82. Ihd'ore leaving this subject we ought tt) mention the munificent gift of 
»^2,t)()(),()()0 from Mr. John 1). Rockefeller, Jnr., for the construction and endowment of 
a new licague of Nations IJhrar.w 'I'lie .\ssemh1y naturally c(mfiimed with g'lntitnde 
the iicci'iitance by the Council of this gift, the purpose of which I'an he a<letiuatcl\' 
carried out with the certainty that no liafiilitics will in future he imjiosed on the 
Memhers of the lieague on account of its acceplance. This gift will render possible 
lh(* formuiioii and maintenance ol a library on a mneli more extmided scale than that 
which at present exists in the Secretarial or could otherwise he contemplated. It will 
gn'atly improvi' the facilities, of which there is an increasing need, for reseai'ch work 
and for students. 


COMMITTEE V.—Social and Humanitarian Questions. 

CitiJ.i) \V 

cS-j. 1 iidian Delegations of the ]iast two years have fieen somewhat concerned with 
the appearance of a tendency on the ])art of tlie Child Welfare Committee to take too 
wide a view ot its pro])er splieie ot operations. In 1925 the Maharaja of Fatialu, and 
in 192G the Maharaja of Kapurthahi, considered it desirable to express apprehension 
as to the consequences that might resuH from any invasion ot areas of purely domestii- 
concern and from a policy of trying to apply indiscriminately ideas or criteria whicli 
for social or even religious reasons might not he universally appli<-a])le. This tendeucy 
had beeui noticed also by other observers, and the Committee laid been advisi'd by the 
Council of the League to “ endeavour so to narrow the field of each pai-ticnlar enquiry 
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as to produce resullts of practical value to Governments.” At the’Assembly of 1920, 
the Fifth Committee, in its reimrt on this stibject, appreciated Vhe tacd that practical 
ceusideiations must sometimes limit the scope of international co-operation in this field, 
and they called attention to the caution expressed by the Maharaja of Kapurthala. 
Durin»-the last 12 months the t^hild Welfare t%)mmiflee has appointed an Afrendu Sub- 
(Committee foi' tlie purpose of controllinj' the subjects treated, and this Sub-('onimit'tee 
may l)e c-oiisidered to have done <rood work, althoujjh the necessity for confining 
activities in this field to ejects of international concern still reciuires to be watv^lied. 
As the warnings jireviously expressed appeared to have had a salutary effect, U7id as the 
Repoit of the Committee, which was presented to this year’s Assembly, contained 
nothing which called foi’ criticism, the Indian Delegation was able to abstain fioin 
taking part in the discussion.

’ <S4. 'I'he most notable subject in this ycai-’s discussion was the report of the 

special body of experts which has been einiuiiing into this traffic. Only the first part 
of this rejioit has been published, the second part having been communicaited confi¬ 
dentially to the Govejiiinents concerned—of which the (Tovernment of India is not 
one—foj- such obsej'vations as they may wish to make. 'I'hesc' obsei’vations are to be 
reccMved shortly, and on their receipt the bcnly of e.xperts will meet again to considei" 
them, after which the question will come before tfffe Council of the League fora decision 
as to fui'lher action. ^Phe resolution adopted by the Assembly called attention to thi* 
problem of the jelationship which, ac<*ording to the <-onclusions of tin* sj)ecial body of 
expeits, exists between the licensed liouse and the traffic in women, and expiessed a 
hope that the appropriate Committee.s would e.xaniine tin' (piestinn of the desirability 
of i-ecomniending’ to sill (foveinments the abolition of the sysleni of the licensed house, 

8;'). The special body of experts has so far confined itself to .\merica, Europe ainl 
tlie Near East. It has, however, i'ei)()rted that information in its possession fends 
to show that the international traffic is also met with in the l''ar East, and it ackjiow- 
ledges that, owing to differences of religion and custom, the j)roblem in the Far East 
appears in a different aspect. 'I'he question of authorising the sj)ecial body of experts 
to extend its enquiries beyond the areas already investigated has tl)us not yet arisen; 
but it may do so wlten their present task has been completed. In the circumstances, 
no question affecting India iirose this yetir.

8(). At tlie Assembly of 1!)L'5 attention had been culled to (he absence of effective 
control at l*ersiaii jiorts over cx}>ort8 of opium, and the final Act of the Second Inter¬ 
national Opium_ Conference contained a recommendation that a Commission of Enquiry 
should be appointed to visit certain ()pium-])ro<lucing- countries. Accordingly, in ])ui’- 
siiance of a recommendation of the .\ssenibly ot 1925. a Commission was appointed to 
he sent to T’ersin to study the existing situation with regard to tin' cultivation of (he 
jioppy and (he replacement of a projioi-fion of this cultivation with other crojis. 'I'his 
Commission reiiorted at the end of and its leport cann' before the Assembly. The 

Commission considered that the Persian (lovcrnnienl should make it an essential jiart 
of its jnogramme to take definite steps looking to, and preparatory for, a gradual tind 
systematic reduction of cultivation to begin tlirce vears fioni the pronnilgation of the 
Iirogramme. If believe<I that, after the prejiaratory pi'iiod of three years, the Persian 
Government might safely undertake a reduction of 10 per ci'iit. each M'ar in the acreage 
allotted to the cultivation of the poppy, and it made a mimher of iirai tical recommenda¬ 
tions designed to facilitate this pi-ogramnie. The Persian Government has expressed 
its willingness to attempt to carry out tlie recommendations of the Commission, with 
some modifieation, but in doing’ so it has declared that the success of its progi'amme will 
in large measure depend on its obtaining liberty of Hctqm in tariff affairs, and on tlu' 
removal of the restrictive tariffs (in Per.smn products which must be substituted for 
opium. The Asseinbly expressed its appreciation of the goodwill shown by thi' Pei’sian 
(Jovernment, and hoped that the Governments concerned would give their earnest anil 
favourable attention to the tariff conditions referred to hy the I^ersian .Government. 


Traffic in ftrrvM and otiikm Danckhocs Drcu.s. 

8i. The (Government, of India havi' a repieseiifjitive on the Advisory Committee 
ilealing with this subect in the person of Sir John Campbell, i.e.s. (retired), who is 
the present ( hairinan of the Committee. The work of the Committee in recent years 
has l^en principally concerned with the illicit traffic in manufactured drugs, viz., 
morphia and other derivatives of opium and cocaine. In these eireumstnnees no 
controversial question in regard to opium arose. 
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88. The Report of the Advisory Committee called special attention to the gravity 
of the situation whkdi exists in regard to the illicit trafK«r in drugs and the urgent 
necessity for action in tlie direction of control. The hope of adequate control resides 
cliiefly ji) (he bringing into oj)erntion of tiie Geneva Convention of 1925, for which a 
sufficient number of ratili<'ntioi*i bus nol yet been received. The prospect of the Con¬ 
vention coming into force has not iinju-oved recently. The Report of the Advisoi'y 
Committee, altliough approved without ci'iticism, was received in the Fifth Committee 
willi less att(Uition than might have been ex])e<'ted. It apjieured that there would be 
some advantage in directing attemtion to the necessity for action ns publicly and 
empliati(tall.>- as nossible, and accordingly, when the Report of the Fifth Committee on 
(his subject was piesented to the Assembly, l/ord l/yt(on made a sj)eech. 

89. He said that India was veiy much alive to tlie gravity of the drug piobleni, 
and looked to tlie League for lielp in regard to it. He wished the .\ssembly to realise 
the enormous extent of the illicit traffic in drug,-., and the grave liunian impojt of that 
trade as I’evealed in the Report of the Atlvi.sory Committee. India, for instance, 
import«‘d a siflall amount id cocaine for mctlicul purposes, Init tlie illicit traffic in coc-aine 
in India was stated by the Committee to be a.s much as 40 times the legitimate imports, 
in spite of vigorous and efficient administrative efforts to sujipress it. The figures of tlie 
illicit trirtle quoted by the ('ommittee were startling, but even so, they scarcely conveyed 
(heir full human import. He went oif to picture to tlie .Nssi-nibly tlie intensity of 
liiimun misery for whieb the drug evil was res^ionsilile, and be asked bow. in face of 
sneh facts, there were (fovernnients with (he jiower to Stop it which allowed it to con¬ 
tinue. Yet 54 nations were parties to (he Hague Conveidion wliich iiieludml as an 
ol)liga(,ion accep(ed by all (be signatories a jirovision (o enaci laws and regulation.-; to 
limit exclusive!\- to medical and legitimate jiurjioses the niamifactlive, sale and use of 
drugs, and with furfher provision for co-ojiera(ion fietween Governnienf s. The drug 
pisiblem was not one ot tliose which eonid not fie solved, and wliieli must be tolerate.1 
liecause no remedy could be fcnitid. (>n the eontrar.\-, it u as one which all the nations 
of the world bad recognised, bad di.seussed, and bad pledged themselves to remedy. 
It was one of the evils which the League of Nations was competent to remove, and the 
removal of which was one of (lie triumphant aeliievements which still await the League. 
The individual efforts of no single nation could stem the tide, but by the emnbiiiation 
of all nations it could be stemmed swiftl>' and effectively. The States Members of tin- 
licague were alread>' fiouiid by an 1 ntermitioiial (’oiiveutioii to do this, but it still 
remained for jiublic opinion in some countries to insist on fulfilment of tliat obligation. 
There were^iroliably not more than •19 drug factories in tlie world, and it each (iovern- 
meiit eoneerned put a ring feme round these fnetories the illieii traffic would cease. 
The Convention of 1925 might not be perfect, but it represented the fiirtliest point yei 
reached and was the most effective weapon available. He appealed to deb'gates on 
their return to their various coiiiitries to create, an opinion winch would insi.st upon 
action.

90. In anticipation of the Convention receiving a sntficieiit number of ratifications 
and coming into force, the Seeretarx'-GeiKM'ai bad submitted estimates for tin* necessary 
expenditure being met from Leagiie fniids. 'I'bese estimates came up for consideration 
in tile first instance in the Fourth (Uiiiimittee, but the (|iiPstion was referred to the 
h'ifth Committee for their oitinioii. 'I’liere was sonic qiK'stifiii wliether (lie exjieiises 
of the Hoard should be, borne 1)\’ tlie League at all, but it seemed to be the general 
view that such a course would be reasonable and desirable. Sir Fazl-i-Husaiii 
associated himself witli tliis view in the bkiurtli (’(iiiimittee. Tlu' ()Uestioiis which 
received most attention were whether the services of the Hoard slioiibl be remunerated 
a.t all, seeing that, practically without exee^ttioii, apiKiintmeiits to the niinierous advisory 
bodies whieb serve the League cai r.x' no l•enlnnerat ion, and wliether. if (be members 
of the Central Board were to reeiuve remiineratioii, (be amount jtrojiosml. r/:., 5,()()() 
Swiss francs a year, was adequate. After a long discussion the Fifth Committee 
exiiressed the opinion that, it would be well it (lie Council <-()uld secure the 
gratuitous services of persons of the qualifications coiiteinjila.tcd, and ihiis carry on the 
fine tradit ion of gratuitous service. Hut if this should jirove impossible, as several 
members apprehended, the hb'fth (Vuiiiiiittee was not jnepared to say that the provisional 
estimate was sufficient. After fnrtliej- disciissioii in the Fourth Committee, it was 
eventually decided, on the leeoiiinieiidation of the Sii])ervisorv Coinniission, not to make 
any finaneial jirovi.sion for 1928, on the ground (hat tliere seemed insufficient prospect 
of the money being actually required, owing to the delay in the ratification of the 
(Convention on whieli the ajipoiritnient of tin* ('entral Hoard depended. There are still 
ecHain (aiiiiitries, especially Italy, that are not satisfied that the creation of the (Central 
Hoard will be the best means of regulating the Convention when it comes into forcT. 

COMMITTEE VI_Political Questions. 

SI..A VKKY Conv icnt i on , 

91. The conclusion of this Convention was one of the principal achievements of 
the Assembly of 1926. The Convention pitivided for the submission of annual Progress 
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ttejjurts wkicb will enable ibe Assembly to wnU-h the exeeutiuii of the Convention. The 
reports which had been submitted by the’ Government of India, in regard to recent 
developments in Burma and Kulut were perhaps the most striking feature of the mate¬ 
rial before the Conunittee, The Convention has so far only been ratified or acceded to 
by 14 countries, of which India is (uie. According ^ statemeiitH made in the Sixth 
Committee, six more covintries ho])e soon to l>e in u position to ratify. 

92. Several f)oints recjuired to he brought t<i the notice of tl>e Committee in regard 
to India, and the Maharaja of Kapurfhala accordingly made a speech. In the Ihst 
place be maile a statement intended t^> correct a misunderstanding for which the Indian 
Delegation of 1926 hud been inadvertently responsible, viz., that the recent liberation 
of slaves in the Kingdom of Kepal had been influenced by the League. He stated that 
tlie Nepalese authorities had announced thpir intention of liberating slaves before they 
could have known that the Jicague was taking the (luestion i,n liaiul, and he culle.d 
special attention to features of the work carried out in Nepal which might lx* studied 
witli profit by other countrii's who weie faced with the same jnoblem. He then leterred 
briefly to the events ot the last yeai- in Kalut and Burma, and he supplied information 
more recent tliaii that wln'cli had alicady been furnished to the League in legard to the 
success which had attended th«‘ measures taken in Kalut. He also referi’ed to the fact 
that, when the Convention was sigmul, it hud been necessary for constitutional reasons 
to make a reservuti<m excluding Indian States’and to the undertaking then given that 
the Government of India would not tail to Iniiig to the notice of the Hulers of States 
the provisions whicli liad been accejited for British India. He was able to announce 
that the Government of India had now fulfilled th<* •undeitaking, and he expiessed con¬ 
fidence that the Ruling Princes would devote Ihemselve.s to the removal of such vestiges, 
if any, of conditious akin to salverv ns might .still survive.

9.'1. The single ti'unsl'eruhle vote system means tliat tlie voter ariunges tlie candi¬ 
dates for whom he wislies to vote in order cd' preference. At first only tirst votes are 
counted, Imt afterwards all first votes which arc not going to i)e effective, i.r., those 
given to candidates who hiive already received the minimum numbei' of votes necessary 
for election and those given to candidates who received so few as to have no chance, of 
election, are disregarded, arid tlie second votes take their place, and so on until a sutti- 
«dent luimher of camiidates have received lh<> minimum turmber of votes ie(|uired for 
election. The idea was tiist suggested by Loicl (Vc-il in the' course- of tlie discussions 
relating to tlie constitution of the ('ouncil wliicli took iihice in 1926. and it was subse- 
i[uently taken uji by the Norwegian Government, by wliose delegate* it was presented 
to the Assemhly this year. The Norwegian Government described their pi-oposal us 
designed to allow elee-fors to exercise a free and ineh'peneleTit e-lioiee when voting, and as 
en.suring at the same time* llieir eepiitable representation. 'I'liey pointed out theit wliile, 
in the c-ase of ordinary Parliamentary elections, there was jirevah'iit the ejuestion of 
e-reating a stable majoiity us the basis of a strong Government, in the ease eef the 
(^ounc'il of the lanigue it was nniveisalh eigreed theit the Goum-il ought always to 
embrace rejiresentatives of elifferent ideeis, ditfi-re-nt interests and even difl'ereiit races. 
The suiiporters of the proiiosal tlioiight tlmt the single trausfeiable vote* was tlie system 
be.st e.-alculated to give this le'sult. 

94. 'I’he Government of India liad expiessed lliemiselves in favour of the single 
transferable vote system, as they considered that minorities had tlie best ojiportunitv 
of making tliemselves felt under tin’s system. It was, therefore, best e-aleulated to 
give* due e-emsideration to the* main geographii-aI ilivisions of the world, the great 
ethnie-al groups, the dift'erent religious traditions, the varying types of civilisation and 
the chief sources of wealth, these expressions being eoutained in a resedution of a 
former Assembly to wliie-li great signitii-ance is iittae-lied by Eastern countries. We* 
were, therefore, instrne ted to support the Norwt'gian Delegation, and Sir B. K. Mullick 
spoke ae-eundiiigly. He expres.seel the oiiinion of the Government ot India and .said 
that though a good deal liad been said about the priietieal diffie-ulties of putting the 
s.VHteni into operation, tliese difhcnltie.s did not seem to liiiu to be very serious. The 
electorate in the A.ssembly would he* far more comjicteut and fiir smalle'r than the 
average electorate in a general ele*i-tifMi in a Eurnjieun State, and it would not be uffee-terl 
by the violent storms of local feeling whie*h were eipt to sweep over a eountrv on such 
occasions. 

9b. Jt was at one time believed that owing to the unfavourable attitude of t*ertain 
Great Powers, Great Britain and Fnine-e in particular, there would be little supixnt 
for the Norwegian proposal. An unexpected volume of .support was, however, given, 
and India was not the only member of the Empire to place herself in opposition to 
Great Britain. In the end the view prevailed that, as the present method of elee'tion 
to Council had lK*en introduced only last year, it should he given a chance oUbeing 
te.sted Kefore any further ehanges were made. 
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Concluding Renurks. 

90. We liave already auticiputed to some extent our general eorielusions oi\ the 
.cjut.staiiding features o£ the Eighth Assembly. The iinportutu^e of the session was 
■eJiiphasised by Ihe fact that leading statesmen, such as M. Briand and Herr Stresemann, 
who, on j)revious oiarasions, liave been c-ontent to resign the leadei'sliip of their delega- 
ticms into otlier hands, remained in Geneva on this oc.casion until the end of the 
Asseitibly. Eundainental questions weie exatnined with an unusual degree of frankness 
and with a sense of reality. Those who may have thought that the idealism of the 
League would wither in sueli an atmospliere appear to liave been wrong. The Ijcague 
has, in our view, gained much in strength from the fact that differences wei’c more 
clearly defined and are now better understood. There is less um-ertainty, for instance, 
as to the sincerity of the British Empire towards the fiCague, and as the attitude of the 
British Emiiire may bo claimed to be tbe greatest single factor in League politic s a clear 
•appreciation of^t is of vital importance. At the same time it is clearly realised that 
the British Empire, in view of its responsibilities and commitments all over the world, 
cannot at present go beyond a certain point in tbe policy of altruism for the sake of 
international ideals, and though this fact necessarily disappoints the hojies and aspira¬ 
tions of juaiiy Members of the League it has been ai-cepted with resignation and without 
bitterness. The events of the session might have shaken seriously an institution less 
securely founded than tbe League has shown itself to be. 

97. When the Assembly opened thei'e were m.any who thought that a deadlock 
had been reached in the great cjuestion.s of Arbitration, Security and Disarmameiit, and 
that the proceedings of the Prcparatoi-y C’ommittee for the Disarmament Conference 
would be ud.iourned sine dk. As a result of the dcdiates the Preparatory Committee 
will continue its work, both on the exi.sting basis of security and in the more favourable 
circ’umstances which may be created by an improvement in the condition.s of security 
of lines which have been indicated. At least the study of this ({ue.stion is still alive, 
*vhen there was a serious possibility that it might not be so. At tbe .same time the 
Jjeagiie is launched upon a policy of international reconciliation and co-operation in 
the economic sphere, which, in the opinion of many authorities, may lead to a realisa¬ 
tion of the idenhs of the League as tlfectively as the more dii’ect avenues of ap])n>acb. 

98. We believe that the position of India in the League is being steadily 
strengthened, and that tbe claims of India and other non-l''uroj)ean countries to greater' 
facilities for' affective jrartir-ijratioir ar-e beirtg reeeived with itrereasiitg symjrathy as the 
preoecuprrtiorr of the League with the acute and urgent problems created in Eur'oiu* 
as an afterrtrath of the war is passing away. Tbe aece]itarrce of new ta.sks depettds 
ujrorr tbe initiative of States Menrbers, and so far the initiative has <;oine alnrost entirely 
from Eur'opean eoirntries. We cart undor'stand tire view eurrerrt in India that the 
act ivities of tbe lieague eorrtain little in which India, can interest herself or- from which 
she cart benefit. But we think that a nrodifieation of this view would he justified by a 
catrdid exantinafion of the facts. It would, in our view, be a nrntter of great regret if 
the ojrpoi'tuTtities offered to India by lire League to'wards the development of ber- stalrrs 
among the natioir.s of tbe world were irripei'fectly realised tbrougli igitorartee or mis- 
undersfaitding of the facts. For Ibis reasott, and Ireeait.se repre.sentatiorr needs to be 
based itjxm ait informed and enligliteiKMl public opinion, wc feel that great impoi'lance 
should be nltaclred to publicity.
